Firms lower tariffs for Alaska pipeline oil 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Oil com­ 
panies began filing reduced tariffs 
with the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission on Saturday in preparation 
for shipping the first tanker loads of 
oil brought through the Alaska 
pipeline. 
“It looks like all systems are go for 
the trans-Alaska oil, 
said Daniel 
O'Neal, chairman of the ICC. 
“The oil is in Valdez, ready to be 


loaded on tankers, the companies are 
cooperating with ICC in filing tariffs, 
and the last legal barrier to the ship­ 
ment of north slope oil to the lower 
eight states has apparently been 
cleared.’' 
The ICC had rejected the earlier 
tariffs as being excessive and a 
federal court in New Orleans on Fri­ 
day upheld the commission’s action 
the tariffs are the amount the oil 


companies can charge for tran­ 
sporting the oil and affects the 
amount of taxes which can be 
charged by the State of Alaska. 
An ICC spokesman said Atlantic 
Richfield tARCO) filed a tariff 
Saturday of $4 91 a barrel, Exxon 
$5 10, British Petroleum $4 68, Union 
Alaska $4 89 and Sohio $4.70. He said 
they all were at the ceiling level set 
by the ICC earlier. 


First ship ready to take on trans-Alaska oil 
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VALDEZ. Alaska (AP) - Heavy 
with ballast that will soon be 
replaced by Alaskan crude oil, the 
120,000-ton tanker ARCO Juneau was 
eased to her berth at this pipeline 
terminal Saturday by a gaggle erf tug­ 
boats. 
The arrival of the supertanker 


brought the flow of oil from Alaska’s 
Prudhoe Bay field a step closer to 
delivery to markets in the Lower 48. 
The 95-foot Coast Guard cutter Bitt 
stood off about 300 yards from the 
883-foot Juneau as the ship was 
secured to its loading berth at the $1- 
billion trans-Alaska pipeline ter­ 


minal across the harbor from the 
city of Valdez. 
The Juneau entered the harbor at 7 
a.m., but a blanket of fog and drizzle 
obscured it from the shoreline. The 
tanker was just a blip on the radar 
screen of Coast Guardsmen guiding 
it in.

The body of Arthur Abilez lx>za, 34. Chino, was found 
April 14 in a ditch east of the Chino Airport. Well-turned 
bullets had blown half his face away. 
This grisly discovery became part of the mounting 
evidence that organized crime has moved into the valley 
under the direction of two notorious prison gangs, the 
Mexican Mafia and La Nuestra Familia. 
According to West End sheriff’s deputies. Loza s death 
was the result of a “contract’’ let by La Nuestra Familia, 
known as the New Family or simply NF, out of Fresno 
They said Loza had testified against another gang 
member at his recent narcotics trial. 
Loza's death remains on the long list of yet unsolved 
crimes’’ occurring all too frequently in the valley, and all 
believed connected to gangland activities 
Evidence these organized and vicious gangs are 
operating in the valley mounts as authorities investigate 
one slaying after another. They report the following m-

'Lucky to be alive' —driver in Newhall crash-fire 


Trucker in collision that ignited brush fire a Walnut man 


A Walnut man said Saturday he 
feels “lucky to be alive ’ after his 
cargo truck collided with an oil 
tanker near Newhall, touching off a 
350-acre brush fire. 
Robert Eckles, 47, of 906 Pierre 
Road, credited the driver of the oil 
tanker for probably saving his life 
“ I don’t really remember what hap­ 
pened. All of a sudden 1 was sitting 
near an ambulance.” 
Eckles said he was told the dnver 
pulled him out of his rig after the 
collision early Saturday morning on 


Interstate 5 “ I’d say 1 wouldn t be 
here if he hadn t pulled me out, he 
told a reporter from his hospital bed 
Eckles suffered a concussion and 
four fractured ribs in the accident 
and was reported in stable condition 
at Henry Mayo Hospital in Valencia 
Officials reported Eckles truck 
collided with the tanker about 4 30 
a.m. and the tanker exploded That 
apparently touched off a brush fire 
The driver of the tanker truck was 
identified as Leroy Anmas, 42. erf 
Vallejo 


Eckles said he was “ happy 1 
wasn’t killed in the damn thing 
He noted that the oil tanker was 
traveling in front of him on Inter­ 
state 5, and somehow the two rigs 
collided 
“ I don’t know exactly 
how.” he added “1 was told that his 
trailer caught the front part of my 
tractor as 1 was passing him on the 
highway ” 
Eckles was unconscious for a 
while, but remembers waking up and 
seeing the brush fire “all around me 
I feel fortunate to be here

Within the last year, two inmates have been fatally 
I’ stabbed as a result of gang activity at the California n- 
stitution for Men (CIM) in Chino. 


In the latest murder, reported May 13, inmate William 
JO. Gonzales, serving a one-year-to-life term for second- 
: degree robbery, was suddenly attacked by three^other in­ 
m ates as he reached the exit of the Reception-Guidance 
Center gymnasium. 


He was stabbed numerous times in the neck and back. 


While this slaying is still under investigation, Chino 
police and prison authorities believe that Gonzales was a 
member of the NF and may have been attacked by other 
inmates fulfilling a "hit contract” from the Mexican 
Mafia. 


Questioned in the slaying were two inmates of U tin 
descent and one anglo-saxon prisoner. The two Latin 
prisoners are suspected of being members of the Mafia 
while the third inmate is suspected of belonging to the 
Aryan Brotherhood, a neo-Nazi group with an alliance 
with the Mafia. 


C 
In the second murder, three members of the NF were 
convicted of slaying a member of the Mafia by a West 
t Valley Superior Court jury. The death penalty did not app- 
|l y in the case and the prisoners were sentenced to life im­ 
prisonment. 


As a result of these slayings, and a long list of other 
suspected gang-related incidents, a small group of of 
ficers within valley police and sheriff's departments 
joined nearly 100 other investigators from 50 agencies 
throughout the state to combat the rise in street crime 
and the violence thev believe is related 


Thev say they see a very real threat that these gangs 
will continue to grow in the future, spreading into every 
community in the state. 


They predict gang leaders will use community street 
gangs to enforce their control on the lucrative illegal nar­ 
cotics trade and, to a lesser degree, extortion rackets and 
robbery. 


In response to these predictions, Chino Police (hief 
Jerry Doyle had this to say: 


►. 
"Yes, all the indicators point to the fact that organized 
crim e elements from La Nuestra Familia and the Mex­ 
ican Mafia have gained a foothold in Chino and other parts 
of the valley. They have a good start in this western end of 
San Bernardino County. 
Doyle said activities of the two notorious prison gangs 
are generally restricted to the areas of the valley cities 
where large populations of Latins reside. 
But, he added, "We feel to some extent their activities 
— crim e in general — may move outward into other 
areas The whole area is affected in one way or another 
: * 
He said activities of both the street gangs and the prison 
: gangs in narcotics trafficking, burglary and extortion, 
: particularly of illegal aliens, has been increasing steadily 
/ in the valley. 


Pomona Police Chief Richard A. Slaght said, The in­ 
creasing prison gang violence is definitely a concerni of 
this department. We are continuing to maintain a l^ ls°n 
and exchange of information on prison gar.g members in 
the city with the Los Angeles County Sheriff s Depart­ 
ment prison gang unit and with other surrounding po ice 


*"The general citizenry should definitely be educated in 
this growing area of concern. 
, 
, 
“ The citizens are the eyes and ears of the police depart­ 
ment and should be made aware of what to look for 
regarding this prison gang activity. 
“To this date, prison gang violence has not directly 
spread to all segments of the community, but if it is not 
controlled by all law enforcement agencies, the problems 
that exist in our prisons could escalate to Pomona and 
other areas of the state. 
"I would encourage all local citizens to help the police 
department and other law enforcement agencies by 
reporting all suspected gang activity. They should 
definitely voice their concern over the recent fixed-term 
sentencing law and other laws involving the early release 
of prisoners from the state prisons ” 
In recent months, gangland activity has steadily in­ 
creased in California, prompting investigations by the 
Department of Corrections, the Department of Justice 
and local police investigative teams 
Meanwhile, investigators have watched as some of the 
most vicious criminals in the United States, known to be 
affiliated with the two major prison gangs, have been 
released from the prison system and appeared on com­ 
munity streets. 
. . 
The concern of investigators, as expressed by Chief 
Slaght, is mounting that even greater numbers of gang 
members will now start appearing on the streets because 
of the new fixed-term sentencing law 
Chief Doyle added his concern: "Any program that 
releases prison inmates more quickly — and the fixed- 
term sentencing program appears to fit the bill — will 
certainly cause more of a crime problem in the valley. 
Doyle is especially concerned because of the proximity 
of the prisons to Chino. He indicated that the Chino City 
Council recently voiced its disapproval of the possibility 
of adding yet another state prison on state land in Chino. 
He said for the most part, the prison system likes to 
keep inmates close to their families. Studies have been 
made which indicate that the number of visits an inmate 
gets while in prison from his family and friends has a 
direct effect on whether or not he will become a 
recidivist The more visits, the less chance a prisoner has 
of returning to prison for other crimes, according to the 
studies

Doyle said that many of the inmate families move into 
the valley area to be close to spouses and it becomes 
“ home.”

Doyle explained, “ They go into prison They get out of 
prison quickly, and they go back home 
He added. "Anyone from this area (near the prisons», 
expecially if he is M ex ica n -American, would be in the 
category of being affected by one of these two gangs.

term law are quiet now

Critics of the controversial deter- 
m in a te s e n te n c in g law th a t 
threatened to cause the early release 
of thousands of state prison inmates 
starting July 1 have drawn a sigh of 
relief with passage of an urgency bill 
which lengthens some prison term s 
The d eterm inate, or “ fixed” 
sentencing law, was enacted by the 
California Legislature last year and 
became effective on July 1. 
It replaced the indeterm inate 
sentencing laws used since 1917 
which more or less left the decision 
to members of the California Adult 
Authority on how long a convicted 
felon would stay in prison. 
Under the old sentencing law, a 
judge could only sentence a con­ 
victed felon to “ a term prescribed by 
law” under the California Penal 
Code. The “ law” was prescribed by 
the Adult Authority. 
But under the new fixed sentence 
law, once a jury convicts a felon the 
presiding judge views the Penal 
Code’s punishment section that 
states exactly the time a prisoner is 
to serve in a state prison. 
When the felon enters prison, he 
knows how many years he must 
serve and when he is eligible for a 
parole hearing. The only exception is 


the'person sentenced to a life term. 
Life term s will remain under the 
“ indeterminate” sentencing section 
where an inmate is granted a parole 
hearing after seven years. And if 
parole is denied, a new hearing will 
be held annually. 
Requests for parole will be heard 
by m em bers of the Community 
Release Board, which replaces the 
Adult Authority. 
A main concern of the fixed term 
law was that many inmates had 
already served longer than their 
reasonable times according to the 
new sentence schedule. 
This provided that each inmate 
sentenced before July 1 would be en­ 
titled to an immediate parole hear­ 
ing — and by law, within 90 days. 
Officials said it would be an impos­ 
sible task for the Comm unity 
Release Board to review as many as 
7,000 cases in the 90 days allowed. 
Critics argued that legally if a 
prisoner did not receive this hearing 
within the 90 day period, he would 
almost automatically have to be 
released from prison. Up to 2.400 in­ 
mates might be released by Nov. 1, 
they stated. 
But a last minute urgency bill 
sponsored by Assemblyman Daniel 
Boatwright, D-lOth Dist., had most 
of its provisions passed. 


The bill gave the Community 
R elease Board nine m onths to 
review all th e c a se s and the 
authority to automatically increase 
prison term s if inmates crimes or 
actions warranted it. 
If the Community Release Board 
does not complete all the hearings by 
next March or April, the remaining 
“ non-hearing 
inmates might be 
granted immediate release, said of- 
ficisls. 
Phillip Guthrie, spokesman for the 
Department of Corrections, stated 
that because of the Boatwright 
amendments. "We are not looking 
for a flood of releases 


“ During the past few years. 6.000 
to 8 000 prisoners have been released 
each year This year, we expect 7,000 
to 8,000 releases.” 
Guthrie said a change in the 
wording of the fixed term sentencing 
law itself had perhaps quieted many 
of the critics. 
The law charges the Community 
Release Board and the Department 
of Corrections would be “guided by, 
but not limited to 
the fixed term 
sentencing, he explained. 


But Guthrie did state that all the 
hurdles in properly administering 
the law have yet to be overcome 


Arabs 
pessimistic^ about peace effort 
U.S. no magician in Mideast 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - Arabs 
are increasingly pessimistic that the 
United States can pull a rabbit out of 
the hat but are dependent on U S 
diplomatic efforts as the only al­ 
ternative to war with Israel. 
The semi-official Egyptian new­ 
spaper Al Ahram reported Saturday 
Kgvpt is coordinating a united Arab 
front that will present a peace plan 
to U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus R. 
Vance, who begins his Mideast tour 
in Egypt Aug. 1-3. 
The plan includes phased Israeli 
withdrawal from occupied Arab 
lands, creation of a Palestinian state 
from the West Bank of the Jordan 
River and the Gaza strip and an end 
to the state of war. 


These demands may be altered to 
include acceptance of some Israeli 
presence in occupied areas Israel 
considers critical to its security and 
linking of a Palestinian state to 
Jordan or other Arab states. 


In the view of observers in Beirut, 
bridging the gap between the Arab 
“ bottom line” and Israel’s basic de­ 
mands presents America with an im­ 
possible challenge of diplomatic 
engineering. 


“ Everyone is beginning to see at 
least the remote possibility of solu­ 
tions between Israel and Egypt. 
Syria and Jordan on their bilateral 
problems. But that has focused at­ 
tention on the toughest issue, the 


Palestinians, and it just depresses 
people,” said an experienced U S. 
diplomat. 


A key stop for Vance on his new 
Mideast tour will be in the Syrian 
capital of Damascus (Aug. 3-5 > 
where he is likely to encounter the 
untractable realities of the Palesti­ 
nian problem. 
Syrian President Hafez Assad has 
used force and persuasion on the 
Palestinian leadership to accept 
Syria as the guerrillas’ most effec­ 
tive sponsor. But to maintain his role 
as Palestinian protector and avoid 
trouble with radicals at home and in 
neighboring Iraq, Assad cannot com 
promise too far.

Kite 'string', high winds spawn disaster 


SANTA BA RBA RA , 
Calif. (AP) — The wind 
was up. It was a fine even­ 
ing to fly a kite. 
But this kite tangled in a 
power line, and sparks 
flew, igniting a roaring 
brush fire that 10 hours 
later had left 234 houses 
burned to charred rubble 
on a hillside that was an 
enclave of the wealthy. 
It was the hot, dry wind 
out of the mountains — the 
sam e wind that had 
tempted a young man to fly 
a kite on a summer even­ 
ing — that drove flames 
from house to house faster 
than firemen could res­ 
pond. 
On Tuesday, the hillside 


had been a neighborhood of 
winding streets with ex­ 
pensive homes looking out 
over the city and the 
ocean. 
On Wednesday, charred 
wood floated in swimming 
pools, bushy green junipers 
were black skeletons and 
cactus pulp had turned 
black and orange like a 
burnt pumpkin. 
The governor sent the 
National Guard in to pre­ 
vent looting, but there was 
little left to loot. 
Damage was estimated 
at $23.5 million. 
One w om an, whose 
house was spared, looked 
at her neighborhood and 
moaned, “ How can I live 


here?” 
But. then, could she live 
anywhere else0 There is no 
place better in Santa Bar­ 
bara. This is as expensive a 
neighborhood as you will 
find here and for many, 
nowhere else will do. 
Pamela Cochran had 
lived in her house on the 
hill 10 years before it 
burned to the ground Tues­ 
day night. As her husband 
and son picked at the rub­ 
ble, she said she didn’t 
know if they would rebuild. 
But minutes later, she 
turned excitedly to her 
aunt and said, “ Look, Aunt 
Audrey, if we rebuild, we 
could put the entrance over 
there on that side street in­ 


stead of on this busy 
street' * 
The wind played cruel 
and capricious tricks when 
it spread the fire. Some 
houses survived without a 
scratch while others 
burned to the ground. The 
wood house next door to 
the Cochrans’ was as good 
as new. 
Mrs. Cochran kicked her 
mailbox and muttered, 
"L o o k at that dumb 
mailbox. Why is it still 
standing? And look at that 
tree that blocks our view. 
Why didn’t it burn?”

The organist played “ King of the 
Road" and then the Kid, bom John 
Mislen on Feb. 7, 1905. in Trenton, 
N.J., made his last trip to Britt, 
about 70 miles away, where five 
times he was crowned King of the 
Hoboes.

You were his friends, 
the 
current hobo king, Steamtrain 
Maury Graham of Toledo, Ohio, told 
the mourners in the eulogy.

“ He liked his beer. He was clean

farewell.

Steamtrain Maury said hoboes are 
a vanishing breed There are only 
“ about 40 real hoboes left." 
The Kid died under a tree in 
Ogden’s city park last Sunday night 
His slight body was found the next 
morning.

Man runs his farm 
aided by wheelchair 


HINCKLEY. Minn (API 
— “ It was just a question 
of getting organized. " says 
Lawrence Mans, who has 
been running his farm suc- 
c e s s f ully 
f r o m 
a 
wheelchair for the past 19 
years. 
Mans was 30 years old 
when a tree fell on him, 
breaking his back and 
paralyzing him from the 
waist down, while he was 
cutting down trees on his 
turkey farm. 
Today he manages a 
large beef-cattle herd on 
his 640-acre farm near 
Hinckley, in northeastern 
Minnesota, and even raises 
all the feed for his cattle. 
“They worked with me 
at the hospital to get me 
back to work, said Mans, 
who was hospitalized for 13 
months after the February 
1958 accident. "I went 
along with it because i 
knew a guy should try to 
improve himself. 
* The doctors suggested 1 
find something I could 
adapt to more easily than 
farming I was young and 
could have adapted to 
something else* But I ve 
always liked farming and 
we had a good start with 
the turkeys. 1 wanted to 
keep it going." 
Mans and his wife, Mary, 
hired some help when he 
got home from the hospital 


because their children, one 
boy and three girls, were 
still young 
That got expensive, 
though, so we came to the 
conclusion that we’d have 
to set up the operation so 
we could run it ourselves 
or quit. We stuck with it," 
Mans said. 
He said he set up a feed 
mill so it was mechanized 
and he could run it himself, 
then equipped his tractors 
and car with hand controls. 


•Tm able to pull myself 
up on the tractors," Mans 
said as he backed his 
wheelchair up to the trac­ 
tor seat, grabbed the steer­ 
ing wheel and hoisted him­ 
self up into the seat. 


“ Over the years I’ve 
developed a lot of muscles 
in my arms. I’m capable of 
handling myself. But you 
see why 1 like small trac­ 
tors," he said. 
If it weren’t for my 
wife, Mary, I’d never be 
farming." he added. "She 
does all the jobs 1 just can’t 
do, like cutting the twine 
on the bales and spreading 
the hay out for the cows 
when we feed them; and 
helping the cows in the spr­ 
ing while they're calving or 
chasing them into pens.

Running the rapids on wild 
Chattooga River is humbling

It can be humbling, even deadly, to novices 
id expers alike. But the subject of James Dickey’s pop- 
ar novel last year attracted some 20,000 people hoping

l o n g c r e e k , s .c . 
\P) — This is the wild 
iver James Dickey wrote 
bout in his 1970 novel. 
Deliverance” — the un- 
amed Chattooga now 
ro te c te d from such 
rofanities against nature 
is dams and factories. 
The p o p u la rity of 
Mckey’s novel and the en- 
uing movie probably 
lelped in getting the 
ederal government to 
ieclare the Chattooga a 
lA’ild and scenic river. But 
the same popularity that 
helped save it also drew 
20.000 people to the river 
last year to make the 
••Deliverance” trip. 
While you still un­ 
derestimate the river at 
your peril, on a summer 
weekend you’ll find ca­ 
noes, rafts and kayaks 
piled up in a gunwhale-to- 
gunwhale traffic jam at 
the approaches to the big 
rapids. 
Some are artists with 
their boats, cutting precise 
paths through the rapids 
Most are novices who have 
come, at least in part, to 
sav o r the titilla tin g 
knowledge that some peo­ 
ple — not many, but some 
- have died on this river 
because their wits and 
strength were not enough. 
The run begins at a 
highway bridge in a forest 
glade where only ripples 
disturb the surface and the 
river is, as Dickey wrote, 
••not 
dangerous-looking, 
hut sprightly and vivid.” 
It remains that way for a 
■•»uple of m iles, long 
enough to bore even 
novices like us: two 
newsmen, a school teacher 
and a college student. But 
the river taught us its first 
lesson very quickly. 
You can hear a big rapid 
before you can see it. 
There is a rumbling in the 
distance that grows louder 
and deeper as the current 
sweeps you closer. The 
noise told us that we were 
being swept toward the 
river’s first major rapid, 
Big Shoals. 
Canoeists rate rapids on 
a scale of one to six. One is 
a ripple in a stream , six is 
a swirling maelstrom of 
boulders and falls and 
white water that stands in 
permanent fury around a 
canoeist’s ears Big Shoals, 
bv the Chattooga’s stan­ 
dards, is not so bad: Class 
Three. 
The riverbed is blocked 
by boulders, some as big as 
trucks. The only passage is 
on the right, and it seems 
clear enough. You enter 
along the tongue of clear 
water between two rocks. 
Then, amid the froth and 
foam of white water, you 
jam the canoe 90 degrees 
into a chute to the left, then 
pivot to the right and slide 
down a two-foot drop to the 
eddy below 
We hit the entrance 
right, but suddenly we 
w ere in tro u b le. The 
current was too strong, and 
before we could make our 
sharp left turn, we were 
swept into some roc ks and 
pinned there by the foam­ 
ing water. Within seconds, 
the canoe was swamped 
We could not move it, and 
it began to bend The river 
was capable of breaking it 
in half and leaving us 
stranded 
Deliverance arrived in 
the form of three more 
canoes. E ight people 
waded into the current, 
braced themselves, and 
managed to pry our canoe 
loose We paddled on, pre- 
lerring not to think what 
might have been had not 
help arrived 
The river is not always 
so lenient. The federal 
government has fished 11 
bodies from the water 
since it assumed control ot 
the river in 1974 Other 
people, like Stacey Lange, 
an ll-year-old from Savan 
nah, Ga„ escape with only 
a bad scare. 
Stacey and her mother 
followed us over the Slide, 
a six-foot drop ott a sheer 
ledge They made the mis­ 
take of hitting the falls at 
an oblique angle instead of 
head-on T h ey flipped over, 
and S tacey’s leg was 
caught in some loose ropes 
inside the canoe. 
The current swept the 
overturned canoe down­ 
stream with Stacey pinned 
beneath, screaming For­ 


tunately, she was wearing 
her life jacket. It kept her 
head above water until she 
could wriggle her legs free. 
We grabbed their canoe 
and pulled them to shore. 
Stacey lay on the beach, 
sobbing and trembling, for 
a full five minutes. 
But a run down the Chat­ 
tooga need not always be 
frightening The river rises 
in the Appalachians of 
western North Carolina 
and tumbles 49 miles to 
Lake Tugalloo. Along the 
way, it forms the border 
between South Carolina 
and Georgia. 
The c o u n try sid e is 


backw oods A m e ric a . 
Billboards and bum per 
stickers proclaim the 
gospel. Shotgun M asts 
pockmark the highway 
signs 
In the noveii, the 
natives were worrm-eaten 
and murderous, but that 
was pure fiction. 
The people are frtendly. 
Louise Co Wren, for exam­ 
ple, runs the Dillard House 
restaurant in Clay4on, on 
the Georgia side. River 
runners come by the* scores 
for her nightly bilffets of 
fried chi cken, fresh 
vegetables and p*udding. 
All vou can eat for $2 50 
The river is divided by 
highway bridges fcnto sec­ 
tions that get progressively 
harder. Section One is 
narrow and imp»assable. 
Section Four is < one dan­ 
gerous rapid after another, 
for experts only. fMost peo­ 


ple stay in Sections Two 
and Three 
Section Two, with the ex­ 
ception of Big Shoals, has 
little that a prudent novice 
cannot negotiate. The 
Forest Service has a 
campground where it ends, 
at Earl’s Ford. 
Section Three is tougher, 
with rapids like the Roller 
Coaster, the Narrows, and 
Keyhole classified as fours 
and fives. 
Beginners might try a 
guided trip in rubber rafts, 
offered by a number of out­ 
fitters who have set up 
shop along the river. They 
cost $15-$25 per person. 
The Nantahala Outdoor 
Center's Chattooga outpost 
will rent canoes for $15 the 
first day and $10 the se­ 
cond. but you a r e n ' t 
allowed to take them 
Section Four.

EDITOR’S NOTE: Letters from voter« back home can 
have more impact on the way Congress vote« than any 
special interest group can muster. But the special in 
terest group has not lost its clout. It’s reinforced it 
through computer politics — zeroing in on a few sym­ 
pathetic voters who can create a flood of mail to support a 
particular cause. The effect is that a small minority can 
affect the majority.___________

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
In this dawning age of com­ 
puter politics the voice 
that counts is the one that’s 
heard, and that means 
turning out those cards and 
letters at the push of a but­ 
ton. 
The advanced state of 


the White House and con­ 
gressional leaders the 
most worry, however, was 
the narrow confirmation of 
Paul Warlike as chief U.S. 
arms negotiator. 
The key vote which gave 
Warnke 
ambassadorial 
rank was 58 to 40, well 
below the tw o-thirds 
Senate majority it will 


take to approve any treaty 
he brings back. 
As these examples il­ 
lustrate, 
conservatives 
aroused and organized by 
the George Wallace and 
Ronald Reagan presiden­ 
tial campaigns have taken 
a big lead in computer 
politics. 
The innovator behind 
this is Viguerie, who raised 
more than $7 million for 
Wallace in 1976. His com­ 
pany, Richard A. Viguerie 
Co. Inc., of Falls Church, 
Va., is by far the largest 
and most effective in the 
field, accounting for about 
70 per cent of all political 


direct mail. 
Viguerie reasoned that if 
people were interested 
enough to contribute to one 
conservative cause, they 
likely would care for 
another. People who gave 
to Wallace are now con­ 
tributing to continue the 
'causes he espoused, from 
antigun control to anti­ 
busing. 
As people respond to the 
various mail appeals, their 
names are filed as future 
prospects. Those who don’t 
respond eventually are 
dropped or downgraded to 
reserve status. 
All the while new names 


are being sought. Lists are 
bought 
fro m 
o th er 
organizations, political 
campaigns or magazine 
subscription rolls, all 
carefully selected for 
mutual interest. 
By merging and up­ 
grading the various lists he 
has handled, Viguerie can 
mail effectively to a pool of 
30 million people. He sends 
100 million pieces of mail a 
year, and his success has 
spawned a host of im­ 
itators. 
The moderate-to-liberal 
side has nothing close to 
matching this massive 
mailing pool built by the 


conservatives, but set­ 
backs suffered this year 
have prom pted it to 
mobilise. 
The leading firm on this 
side of the fence is Graver, 
Mathews, Smith & Co. of 
Arlington, Va., headed by 
Roger Craver, one of the 
key poople behind the 
rem arkable growth of 
Common Cause, the self- 
styled citizens’ lobby. 
Riding; a crest of growing 
public discontent during 
the VieAnam-Watergate 
era, Common Cause quick­ 
ly deveioped a 250,000 
membership and proved 
th a t m o d e ra te s and 


liberals are as susceptible 
to mobilization as conser­ 
vatives. 
George McGovern rein­ 
forced this view with the 
success of his direct mail 
fundraising in 1972, and the 
Craver firm raised $15 
million for Morris Udall in 
1976 on a shoestring and a 
computer. 
Building an effective list 
is critical to the process. 
It's difficult without the 
impetus of a presidential 
campaign or a Common 
Cause phenomenon to 
produce spontaneous 
subscription. 
TVvo fire* ct»n fn r the 


beginning group without a 
mailing list is to buy one, 
usually from a magazine 
with a readership believed 
to be in general sympathy 
with the group’s aims. 
•*. 
“But in many cases the, 
best lists are not available* 
for rental,” says Tom 
Mathews, another Com­ 
mon Cause veteran and one 
of Craver’s partners. “It is 
not impossible to start with 
a rented list, “but it’s hard 
and you’ve got to have a 
very hot issue.’’ 
The problem is that most 
groups with lists like to use 
them to get better lists So, 
Continued on P g . 7, Col. 4 


computer art has given 
pressure groups fo r­ 
midable strength which 
sometimes has the tail 
wagging the dog on impor­ 
tant policy questions, 
legislation and elections. 
This trend is causing 
alarm among some who 
fear the views of an 
organized minority being 
imposed on an unsuspect­ 
ing majority on critical is­ 
sues facing the country. 
On the other hand, the 
new ability of individuals 
to have their voices heard 
effectively through com­ 
puter targeting is moving 
millions of Americans into 
political activity. 
Behind this revolution is 
the computer and direct 
mail expert. 
N am es, 
ad d resses, 
telephone numbers and 
other vital data can be 
stored and then retrieved 
selectively to command 
from just the right con­ 
stituency the pressure to 
influence the right politi­ 
cian at just the right time 
C am p aign s can be 
financed for office or a 
crusade for a cause by 
identifying the people most 
likely to be sympathetic, 
sending them a form letter 
carefully drafted to raise 
their ire, fear or public 
spirit and getting checks 
from them by return mail 
These computers file 
information on magnetic 
tape, call it up instantly 
and then write, address 
and mail letters. They can 
do in a few hours a mailing , 
job which would take a 
hundred clerks weeks to 
accomplish. 
The more sophisticated 
ones can target a law­ 
m aker's d istrict with 
precision, pinpointing his 
political supporters, his 
campaign workers and the 
sources of his campaign 
contributions. 
The computer expert try­ 
ing to sway a vote in 
Congress can pick out the 
wavering swing votes and 
bombard them with sacks 
of mail from the voters 
back home. 
An outcry from the 
voters in his district can 
have more influence on a 
congressman than any lob­ 
byist or organization, no 
matter how big or power­ 
ful. 
“The votes are taken 
here, but the real leverage 
on congressmen is back 
home,” says one prac­ 
titioner of the art 
Within about 16 hours of 
learning that a vote is up­ 
coming on a pet issue, a 
special interest group, 
working with computer ex­ 
perts, can call up the 
names of the right people 
to contact. And within 24 
hours they can have letters 
in the marl to each name. 
The more active groups 
will follow the letters with 
phone calls to reinforce the 
appeal to w rite to a 
senator, a congressman or 
the White House. 
Such groups can have let­ 
ters hitting the target’s 
desk within 60 hours of the 
first alert, telegrams and 
maiigrams much soone r 
Thu year, this very kind 
of pressure has been 
credited with killing or en 
dangering legislation ami 
nominations which had 
been considered fairly safe 
prior to the orchestrated 
opposition. 
More than 500,000 pieces 
of mail were delivered to 
the White House opposing 
th e 
c om m on 
situ s 
picketing biU, and at least 
as much was received on 
Capitol Hill, most of it 
generated in a direct mail 
campaign directed by 
Richard A , Viguerie, the 
ranking master of com­ 
puter politics. 
The most recent mail 
storm was over President 
Carter’s proposal to make 
voter registration easier. 
The White House alone 
received some 50,000 
pieces of mail against it, 
virtually ail of it uniform 
poet curds or petitions ob­ 
viously originated by a 
computer drive.

Jiey don't just sell them, 
they demand a name-for- 
name trade. A new group 
without names to trade has 
a hard time getting any 
This is why firms like Vi- 
guerie's and Craver s are 
so important. With some 
lists of their own to deal 
with and the ability to 
broker marriages between 
others of mutual interest, 
they are the only avenue 
for the average group to 
break into the field. 
Much of C r a v e r ’s 
business is to help buikl 
new groups and strengthen 
them to compete with the 
successful 
conservative 
groups. One of these is 
New Directions, a citizens 
group modeled on Common 
Cause but oriented toward 
foreign policy. 
The Wamke episode led 
officials at the White 
House and in the Senate to 
contact Craver about con­ 
cocting an antidote before 
they were slapped down on 
a really critical issue. 
* Senate pulsetakers es­ 
timate that a direct mail 
campaign switched five to 
10 votes against Wamke, 
and they fear the same 
p ressures could kill 
chances of curbing the 
arms race or settling the 
Panama Canal dispute.

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Warm in summer, coo/ in winter 
Abandoned coal mine is a haven for greenery

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Petunias and lettuce, 
tomatoes and marigolds 
are thriving in an Eastern 
K entucky greenhouse 
thanks to an abandoned 
coal mine that provides 
warmth in winter and cool 
air in summer. 
Set up several years ago 
by the University of Ken­ 
tucky, the project is now 
one of several greenhouse 
experim ents under the 
federal Energy Research 
and Development Adminis­ 
tration. 
Governm ent in terest 


centers on the greenhouses 
as natural solar energy 
collectors. Many of the 
projects use greenhouses 
to store daytim e solar 
energy for use at night. 


Instead of using stored 
energy, however, the 
Virgie, Ky., greenhouse 
draws air from an aban­ 
doned coal mine — a plen­ 
tiful resource in the Ap­ 
palachian Mountains. 


Air in the mine seldom 
varies from its average of 
55 degrees Fahrenheit in 
summer and 52 degrees in 
winter. A university stu­ 
dent who noticed this con­ 


ceived the greenhouse 
idea. 
The greenhouse, near the 
mine entrance, is con­ 
nected to the mine shaft by 
a long plastic tube. Three 
fans force air up from the 
mine to help maintain the 
greenhouse at a steady 
temperature. 
An e n e r g y a g e n c y 
spokeswoman noted that 
one winter day with the 
outside temperature at 
zero, a greenhouse ther­ 
mometer read 45. And she 
said that on a 95-degree 
summer day, the mine air 
held the g re en ho us e 
temperature to 85. 


The only power the 
g r e e n h o u s e 
u ses is 
electricity for the fans. 
Energy is saved, Dr. 
Jack Buxton of the univer­ 
sity said, because no fuel is 
needed for heating in 
winter. 
In addition to heating 
and 
coo li ng 
t he 
greenhouse, the agency 
spokeswoman said, the 
mine provides air with 
more than the normal 
carbon dioxide content. 
Because plants thrive on 
carbon dioxide, it is 
pumped into the air in nor­ 
mal greenhouses. 
Prof. John Walker of the 


university said the extra 
c a r b o n d i o x i d e has 
resulted in stronger plants 
faster. 
Walker said there are 
more than 200,000 aban­ 
doned mines in the United 
States, and many caves. A 
significant number of them 
could be used as green­ 
houses, he said, making in­ 
door farming a m ore 
economical enterprise in 
many parts of the country. 
“Greenhouses like ours 
could be commercialized 
and 
could 
m e a n 
a 
profitable new industry for 
areas which now have little 
economi c 
a c t i v i t y , ” 


Walker said. 
Buxton said several in­ 
quiries about operating 
such greenhouses have 
been received, including 
ones from a steel com­ 
pany, the town of David, 
Ky., and from a Mennonite 
group. 
Among the crops Buxton 
said have been grown suc­ 
cessfully in the greenhouse 
are c hr ysant hemums, 
pet uni as , mar igo lds , 
tomatoes, peppers and 
cauliflower. 
A problem occurs from 
N o v e m b e r , 
t h r o u g h 
January, however, when 
excessive humidity results 


from water trapped in the 
mine. The air has a 
relative humidity of 
almost 100 per cent in 
those months, officials 
said. 
With cold o ut d oo r 
temperatures, 
humidity 
tends to condense on the 
greenhouse roof, causing a 
thick indoor fog and 
sometimes even rain. 
In 
t hi s 
h u m i d i t y 
“diseases do well too,’’ 
Buxton commented, noting 
that there were disease 
p r o b l e m s 
with 
snapdragons and carna­ 
tions in the winter. 
For the rest of the year, 
however, the plants 
thrived in the warm er 
t e m p e r a t u r e s , lower 
humidity and increased 
sunlight. 


Despite the humidity, 
Walker said he thinks it 
may be possible to grow 
woody ornamental plants 
in the winter, such as 
rhododendrons, 
yews, 
silver birch and azaleas. 
Overall, Walker said, the 
mine-connected greenhouse 
is more than eight times 
more efficient in its energy 
use t h an 
a 
n o r m a l 
greenhouse.

Elysium: pocket oasis is beset by nudity controversy 


Optional clothing 
rule stirs rift 
among planners

Tucked away in the mountains of Santa Monica, about 
an hour’s drive from Pomona, is an eight-acre smogless 
plateau known as Elysium Field. 
It is not suited for subdivisions, and its undersoil of clay 
and alkali makes vegetation sparse. But when everything 
else is socked in by fog or plagued by air pollution, this 
pocket oasis is blessed with blue skies and sunshine. 
Elysium is where a thousand people from all over the 
Southland go to soak up sun, attend workshops that range 
from assertiveness training to sensuality, and spend a day 


with their children in a setting that is “ clothing optional ” 
Ed Lange, executive director, claims there is no place 
like it anywhere in the world. 
He says he has hosted delegations from Paris, Ger­ 
many, Australia and India, and members include a judge 
from Philadelphia, a publisher and an inventor from New 
York City and several actors who use fictitious names and 
large sunglasses so they can relax unrecognized and un­ 
disturbed. 
Proponants see Elysium as a growth center for human 
potential; opponents view it as a nudist camp which 
stigmatizes Topanga Canyon, an unincorporated com­ 


mmmm 


munity of 5,000 in the San Fernando Valley. 
“ How would you like to have your daughter stand by the 
window day after day and watch that multitude of nude 
bodies?” Mrs. Joan Moore, president of the Topanga 
Woman’s Club, asks. 
She says the Elysium scene has embarrassed residents 
who invite guests for visits. Others contend their 
neighbors in the buff hold down property values. 
The 10-vear-old feud over the existence of Elysium 
Field has now erupted into the biggest battle ever con­ 
ducted before a county commission in the entire state.

Claremont’s Charles Chase is an ex-teacher, full-time 
music store owner, a cuddly polar bear of a grandfather 
with an unruly shock of white hair to prove it, an 
avocational sculpter — and a maverick 
The latter two categories have Chase in hot water with 
city officialdom 
Or it might be that city officialdom is in hot water with 
Charles Chase. 
It all stems from Chase’s penchant for dragging multi­ 
ton logs to the front yard of his home at 706 W. 12th St. 
Some he gathered himself and laboriously transported 
them home. 
Others were willingly deposited there by Claremont 
city tree crews upon Chase’s request after they cut down 
hollow and diseased live oak and sycamore trees in 
Memorial Park. 
Several medium-to-large-sized trunks have been tran­ 
sformed by Chase into stylized visages resembling tiki 
gods and implanted vertically into concrete. 
Another bears no blows from the sculpter’s hammer 
and chisel, but stands carefully trimmed and debarked on 
its own merits with amputated limb stumps pointing 
skyward at irregular angles 
“ I figured the Guy who made that one was a lot better 
sculptor than I, so I left it that way,” Chase said 
Trouble is that one hollowed log of 4-foot diameter and 
several smaller ones lie on their sides in Chase's front 
yard either as unsculpted sculptures standing on their 
natural beauty, or awaiting a later date with Chase s 
mallet and cutting tools. 
It is these which are causing the battle with City Hall. 
Chase said it began last month when he received a let­ 
ter from City Hall stating the matter would have to be 
cleared up since a neighbor complained of the logs lying 
helter-skelter in his yard 
Another letter last month was more threatening Then 
it was followed by another on July U implying legal ac­ 
tion by the city attorney if the matter of unsightly logs ly­ 
ing pell-mell in the front yard were not corrected 
“ I ignored all the letters until last week,” Chase said 
“ Then I picketed City Hall one day for three hours and 
another hour the next day, carrying a sign stating the city

“ If the state is going to embark on 
a program of controlling hospital 
costs, the public should seek some 
sort of assurance that it will still get 
quality care 
“ I haven’t seen anything which of­ 
fers such a guarantee,” says Robert 
Burwell, president of Pomona Valley 
Community Hospital, as he discusses 
the current legislative proposals to 
contain medical costs. 
Burwell says that, to date, the 
many commissions and agencies 
designed to investigate and control 
hospital administration have only ad­ 
ded to the cost of care through sur­ 
charges placed on the institutions 
“ Of course, where there is fraud or 
mismanagement, it must be stopped, 
but most hospitals are as well 
managed as most businesses," 
Burwell continues. 
“ There's been a lot of talk about 
spending 8 per cent of the gross 
national product for health care, but 
that is the same amount spent on 
education and defense 
“ Recent reports also show that 
Americans spend as much on liquor, 
cigarettes and cosmetics as on 
medical care. Maybe we need to 
reassess our priorities ” 
Last year, an average of 1638 was 
spent for health care for every man. 
woman and child in America, reports 
show. 
Burwell added that 8 per cent of 
the GNP for health care was in line 
with Canada and many of the 
western nations where the figure is 6 
to 7 per cent, regardless of which 
type of health services is offered, 
government-controlled or private. 
Health care prices have been ris­ 
ing much faster than the prices of 
other goods and services The con­ 
sumer price index for all items in the 
economy rose 98 per cent between 
1950 and 1974 At the same time, the 
cost of a semi-private hospital room 
went up 532 per cent 
Dr. Martin Feldman, a Harvard 
health economist, reports that 75 per 
cent of the rise in the daily hospital 
cost is due to the increase in number 
of things done to patients while only 
25 per cent is due to the higher prices 
of the services. 
Burwell says the federal Health, 
Education and W elfare (H E W ) 
figures say that 50 per cent of the in­ 
crease in hospital costs is due to ad­ 


ditional services provided the 
patient. 
“ The cost of patient care at PVCH 
has gone up 11 per cent since 1971, 
and this includes a lot of additional 
services, so we feel that this is 
within the general inflation rate,” 
adds the hospital president. 
“ Patients are feeling the impact of 
some terrific increases which are 
unique to hospital operation, as com­ 
pared to other businesses.” con­ 
tinued Burwell “ This includes an in­ 
crease in our malpractice insurance 
premiums from $94,000 to $610,000 — 
643 per cent — m seven years.” 
Burwell adds that utility charges 
last year were $400,000, up 300 per 
cent over a few years ago Food is up

95 per cent and drugs now cost 218 
per cent more. 
These are extraordinary impacts 
I'm not sure the general public is 
participating in the debate of 
hospital costs with any knowledge 
based upon the true costs of 
providing good medical care.” 
Burwell reports that PVCH is 
operating at a 2 per cent profit. This, 
he adds, is not viewed as a good in­ 
vestment return by industrial stan­ 
dards 
He says that, by law, nonprofit 
hospitals such as PVCH can make no 
more than 10 per cent profit. But the 
hospital president admits, private 
hospitals do not have such con­ 
straints and their profit records are 
not usually available to the public 
Statistics show that, on the 
average, Californians stay in the 
hospital for shorter periods than 
anywhere else in the nation 
These same national figures show 
that California has too many hospital 
beds and many fa c ilitie s are 
operating far below an economically 
sound ratio. 
A state health planning agency 
says that California s 22,000 excess 
hospital beds contribute to the high 
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was unfair to sculpters. Lots of passers-by asked me 
about what I was doing and gave me encouragement. But 
no one in City Hall stuck even his head out the door. 
“ So now I ’m ignoring the whole thing I ’m not really 
against City Hall; just one bureaucrat in it.” 
Chase said a city inspector came to his home and told 
him he would have to do something with the logs. 
“ I asked him if the sculpture I did and imbedded up­ 
right in concrete was okay. He said it was I asked him 
about the natural one which also is upright. He said that 
was okay 
“ Then I asked him if the logs lying down were sculp­ 
ture He told me no I guess in Claremont a sculpture has 
to be vertical to be accepted and legal.” 
Chase said neighborhood children play on the logs and 
have fun He said the inspector wouldn t tell him who is­ 
sued the complaint. 
“ I told him ‘You know what you can do with an 
anonymous complainer.’ That's the last I ’ve heard of the 
case so far.” 
Paul Cook, Claremont’s director of community develop­ 
ment, said the city is not against art, but that Chase has 
some legitimate sculptures in his front yard and some 
logs "just lying around." 
“ We are acting only on a couple of neighbors' com­ 
plaints. We don’t have time to initiate action like this on 
our own, only on neighbors’ complaints.“ said Cook 
“ We have no complaints on those upright sculptures, 
just those logs lying on their sides that haven t been 
sculpted,” he said. 
What’s the next action’’ 
Cook said either Chase will comply with the city edict, 
or the horizontal logs will be removed at Chase's expense 
When will that be? 
Cook said he was not sure. 
The man who runs the Folk Music Center in 
Claremont's Village, is especially proud of two rather es­ 
oteric sculptures in his fenced back yard which violate no 
front yard nor esthetic ordinance 
One is made of native granite rooks piled (drilled and 
bolted) into the form of a powerful man with arms folded 
in a seemingly passive but potentially aggressive posi­ 
tion.

It is estimated 
that 10.597 of these surplus beds are 
in Los Angeles County alone 
Burwell agrees that the valley 
overbuilt hospital bed capacity dur­ 
ing the 1960s but adds that the defini­ 
tion of bed capacity is misleading 
“ The excess of beds in our valley is 
a backlash of tremendous growth in 
the area during the 1960s and was 
based upon projections of the an­ 
ticipated population here. 
“ Not only did that population fail 
to m aterialize, but the local 
birthrate also dipped.” adds the 
hospital administrator. “ But. with 
the new surge in building in the area, 
we may 
grow into’ our bed 
capacity.” 
Burwell adds, “ A hospital is not 
like a hotel room which can accom­ 
modate any person 
“ As the services expand, a hospital 
becomes a series of specialized units 
capable of serving only a specific 
type of patient 
These include a 
neonatal nursery for prematures, a 
pediatrics unit, coronary care, inten­ 
sive care and pulmonary therapy 
beds 
“ There are times when we are at 
85 per cent occupancy, according to 
the record, but don’t have a single 
bed available for a general medical 
adult,” he reports, 
“ There is a lot of talk about what

need to close down a whole 
hospital." 
Like all administrators in the field. 
Burwell is concerned about reducing 
costs and says there are four 
methods by which this might be ac­ 
complished 
They are improve 
management, eliminate duplication 
in services within a community, cur­ 
tail research and technological 
development and limit or eliminate 
services provided the patient. 
“ I think the public has a right to 
expect good management of a 
hospital, just as of any other service 
And the government has created 
many new bureaus and commissions 
to control licenses and administra­ 
tion 
“ Unfortunately, the new laws are 
incredibly detailed and demanding 
They include such requests as plac­ 
ing clocks with sweep-second hands 
in certain rooms. These demands 
mean more clerical staffing and 
equipment and personnel costs 
“ In addition, a surtax is placed on 
the hospitals to support the operation 
of these bureaus and commissions 
Of course, this adds to a hospital’s 


overhead, and the cost eventually 
reaches the patient,” continues 
Burwell 
All state and private agencies 
agree that the reimbursement for 
Medi-Cal and Medicare patients — a 
high percentage in all facilities — 
does not cover the current costs of 
care. 
Acute hospitals, like convalescent 
hospitals and other agencies, must 
balance their books by having the 
private-pay and insurance-covered 
patient picking up the difference 
“ In addition, many patients on in­ 
surance or state and federally sup­ 
ported programs may seek ad­ 
ditional medical care which is pos­ 
sibly not essential,” adds Burwell 
“ But this is a physician and patient 
decision, the hospital is only the 
provider of the service It doesn’t 
determine which services will be of­ 
fered what patient “ 
As to the elimination of duplicate 
services such as the highly 
publicized CAT scanners recently in­ 
stalled in the radiology departments 
of many Southland hospitals, 
Burwell says, “ Who is to determine 


which community gets the equip­ 
ment and which must go without?” 
He adds that in areas where two 
hospitals are close enough to share 
facilities, this is being done on an in­ 
creasing basis. 
“ But it's only feasible where 
h o sp ita ls 
sh are 
the 
sam e 
philosophies and standards and. 
probably, many of the same medical 
staff.” 
Burwell adds that the public has 
demanded the best medical and 
technical services possible within a 
community. 
This 
includes 
24-hour-a-day 
emergency services and other 
specialized facilities which add 
greatly to the overhead They may 
be empty upon occasion, but must be 
staffed and ready when needed 
Burwell and other medical ad­ 
ministrators are concerned that

Extend the 
system to all 


There is a state law in California that forbids 
licensed professionals from advertising their ser­ 
vices, with two exceptions. One is a brief listing in 
the yellow pages of the phone directory, and the 
other is through references provided by profes­ 
sional societies or agencies. 
For that reason, the U. S. Supreme Court’s recent 
ruling that lawyers may advertise their services if 
they d esire to do so rep resen ts a m ajor 
breakthrough in an antiquated professional custom 
that it is not ethical to compete openly. 
There is a bill in the California legislature that 
would allow lawyers and doctors to advertise and 
thereby provide the public with an opportunity to 
compare prices of professional services which they 
cannot do now. 
Every professional society and many individual 
doctors, lawyers, optometrists, funeral directors, 
pharmacists and others are bringing pressure to 
bear on their representatives in Sacramento to kill 
the bill. 
They claim that it would open the way to 
fraudulent advertising. That is merely a smoke 
screen to keep professionals from revealing their 
prices to the public so that the consumer can have 
the information needed to make a choice commen­ 
surate with their needs and ability to pay. 
The bill, introduced by Assemblyman Terry 
Goggins, is called AB 52, “The Right to Compete 
Act of 1977." It is very carefully drawn to prohibit 
abuse. Professionals who commit fraud or mis­ 
representation would have their licenses to practice 
revoked. 
Here is a list of things that could be advertised by 
professionals: 
1. The name, address and phone number. 
2. Office hours, and whether a foreign language is 
spoken. 
3. The cost of services and commodities. 
4. The field of specialty. 
5. Whether credit cards or installment payments 
are accepted 
6. Professional 
information about the prac­ 
titioner. 
These are important factors when selecting a 
doctor or lawyer. Yet there is very little informa­ 
tion now available to the public on these matters 
because of laws preventing their advertisement. 
Chances of the Goggin bill in passing the 
legislature are slim at the present time because of 
the large number of legislators who are lawyers 
themselves and put the self interests of their 
profession ahead of the public g<x>d 
One of them, Assemblyman Bill McVittie of 
Upland, states that he is against allowing profes­ 
sionals to advertise because advertising will only 
help the newspapers, not the people who read them. 
Poppycock. 
Healthy and open competition among protes- 
sional practitioners is the only sure way of halting 
the rising costs of health and legal services that to­ 
day are stretching the family budget to the break­ 
ing point. 
Anyone who has ever tried to iind out what it 
might cost to get a pair of glasses, or to hire a 
lawyer to draw up a will or handle a divorce for the 
least amount would welcome an opportunity to shop 
for these services much as they would approach the 
purchase of a house, car or household appliance 
Allowing doctors and lawyers to advertise their 
services is a logical extension of the free enterprise 
system of freedom of choice and open competition 
that has made America the greatest nation on 
earth.

Crane (R-Ill.) informs us that 
government regulation now costs the 
economy as much as $150 billion a 
year. Do you begin to see why all 
costs are high, Mr. Socialist? 
Let’s be more specific about 
current regulation: We are literally 
being drowned in laws. In less than 
one month the current Congress suc­ 
ceeded in introducing 3,298 prospec­ 
tive new laws in the House and 624 in 


the Senate. The Federal Register 
contains regulations which have the 
force of law. Since 1970, its volume 
has increased by 25 per cent annual­ 
ly. Last year its new regulations and

pages of fine print. That’s more than 
double the pages in the Encyclopedia 
Britannica!

Nursing borne irregularities 
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Prepaid health care • 


Let’s hope the Carter administration has more 
success than its predecessors in trying to stimulate 
the growth of prepaid health care in the United 
States. 
At one time, prepaid medicine — patterned after 
the Kaiser Plan in California - was thought to be 
the wave of the future. Families would pay a fixed 
monthly fee for all their health care, ranging from 
routine checkups to expensive surgery. Doctors, 
druggists and hospitals would band together to 
provide that care at the lowest possible cost. 
President Nixon predicted in 1971 that federal 
seed money would enable as many as 40 million 
Americans to enroll in these so-called health 
maintenance organizations (HMOS) by 1976 
^ As it turned out, this didn’t happen Only 6 5 
million are enrolled in HMOs, and the federal aid 
program is bogged down in bureaucratic red tape 
Carter’s health planners, aided by some 1976 
changes in the law, now say they’re determined to 
get the HMO program back on the track. Which is 
good news if they can do it. 
For it seems that prepaid medicine tends to hold 
down health care costs in the long run. Because doc­ 
tors get their money in a salary instead of a fee for 
each service, there is just as much emphasis on 
keeping patients healthy as on treating them when 
they’re sick. 
One study found, for example, that federal 
workers enrolled in regular health insurance plans 
spent nearly twice as many days in hospitals as 
federal workers in HMO plans whose medical fees 
had been paid in advance. 


AUSTIN, Texas — Big, booming 
BiU Moore, known in these parts as 
the “ Bull of Brazos County,’’ is the 
most powerful senator in the Texas 
legislature. 
He dominates the 
Senate’s backrooms, where he works 
his will with the finesse of a prize 
Texas bull. He is a one-man 
stampede, who simply tramples 
down his opposition. 
Moore is also an oil baron, banker 
and businessman, with his fingers in 
20 major corporations. One of his un­ 
advertised enterprises is the 
Sherwood Nursing Home in Bryan. 
Texas. 
The silent, shuffling old people who 
stay at Sherwood don’t live as well as 
their host. State inspectors have 
found “ dirty enema cans and 
bedpans chi bedside tables.’ Human 
excrement, according to the records, 
has been observed on the floors. The 
inspectors reported that one room 
had “an extremely strong urine 
odor." The sanitation, maintenance 
and housekeeping procedures were 
also found to be “ totally in­ 
adequate." 
Patients received no care in the 
morning. “ Oxygen tanks, 
the 
records added, “were left running 
Ear more serious, there were 
no 
signatures of licensed nurses on 
medications ’ administered to 
patients. And prescribed treatments 
ior the elderly, according to the 
records, weren t being carried out. 
Few state officials want to arouse 
the wrath of the Bull of Brazos 
ounty. They kept putting off action 
against Moore’s facility. But the 
violations became so blatant in 1975 


that Welfare Commissioner Ray­ 
mond Vowell finally notified Moore 
in a letter that his nursing home had 
violated its contract and that its pay­ 
ments would be suspended. 
The letter was a courtesy; most 
owners don’t receive polite notice. 
But Moore wasn t mullified. He 
raised an almighty howl. He alleged­ 
ly threatened to retaliate against the 
Welfare Dept. 
According to 
knowledgeable sources, he angrily 
threatened to begin by cutting the 
department’s budget. He might even 
remove nursing homes from the 
department’s jurisdiction, 
he 
warned. 


This was followed by quiet pres­ 
sure on the inspectors to view 
Moore's convalescent home through 
rosier glasses. But a subsequent in­ 
spection indicated that the living 
conditions at Sherwood hadn t im­ 
proved Here are just a few excerpts 
from the inspection report: 


“Patient given an enema and left 
unattended . . . 
Patient had ex­ 
pelled the enema and was lying in 
feces . . . Complete baths were not 
being given as often as required, and 
bowel eliminations were recorded 
sometimes six days apart 


The inspectors, sniffing the air 
delicately, also reported the strong 
odor of urine. They saw patients, 
covered only by thin sheets, being 
wheeled around the halls. Salt was 
also being fed to patients on low salt 
diets. Their conclusion: The facility 
“continues to require a great deal of 
improvement." 


Yet Vowell rushed off a letter to 
Moore, not to condemn him for the 
deplorable conditions, but to assure 
him that all payments to the nursing 
home would be restored It was a 
friendly letter, signed “Raymond. 
The Bull of Brazos, puffing furious­ 
ly on his pipe, defended himself in an 
interview with our associate Howie 
Kurtz. Moore insisted he had never 
had any problems with his nursing 
home. “It’s as fine as any facility in 
Texas,” he snorted. “Were per­ 
forming a public service and I’m 
proud of it.” 
Moore repeatedly denied the pay­ 
ments to his nursing home had ever 
been suspended. When Kurtz showed 
him documentary evidence, the 
senator conceded 
“I do vaguely 
remember it now It was during the 
legislative session and I was very 
busy." 
His ruddy face turned redder when 
he was asked about the pressure on 
Vowell “That is a damn lie!” he 
roared. “I have never put pressure 
on any state employee. Do you think 
Em stupid?” 
He said he wasn’t involved in the 
daily operation of the home and had 
never talked to Vowell about it. “I 
don’t remember any conversation, 
he growled. 
But the balding, hawk-laced 
Vowell told Kurtz a slightly different 
s t o r y . 
The 
c o m m i s s i o n e r 
acknowledged that - Moore had 
spoken to him. “I know Bill Moore 
for 30 years,” said Vowell. “I told 
him what the recommendations 
were. He said, ‘You can't treat me 
any differently than anyone else."’

The Lance case

WASHINGTON (NEA) — The un­ 
usual 
financial 
problems 
of 
millionaire White House adviser 
Thomas B. <Bert) Lance have been 
reported in inordinate detail, but not 
enough attention has been paid to the 
financial arrangement established to 
manage his fortune during govern­ 
ment service. 
When Lance accepted 1’resident 
Carter’s invitation to become direc­ 
tor of the Office of Management and 
Budget, he agreed to place moat of 
his holdings, then valued at more 
than $7 million, in a “blind trust” to 
be administered by a businessman 
identified only as Thomas Mitchell 
As part of the Carter ad­ 
m i n i s t r a t i o n ’s c a m p a ig n 
to 
emphasize the importance of public 
o f f i c i a l s ’ 
integrity, 
Lance's 
relationship with Mitchell was 
scrutinized by attorney John L. 
Moore, a member of the Carter legal 
staff 
Mitchell "Is not related to you by 
blood or marriage, is not your 
employee, is not the employee of a 
corporation the voting stock of which 
is held by you, and is not a subor 
dtnate employee of a corporation of 
which you are an executive officer 
Moore wrote to Lance 
Having appUed that standard teat, 
used for the financial trusts es­ 
tablished by aU administration of 
ficials, Moore concluded “ that 
Mitchell is an ‘independent trustee’ 
as required by the Guideline« on 
Conf Ueta-of -Interest published by the 


Carter-Mondale Transition Group. 
But there are serious questions 
about 
M i t c h e l l ’s 
purported 
“ independence" from Lance, going 
well beyond the fact that the two 
men have been virtual neighbors in 
northeast Georgia (Mitchell lives in 
Dalton, only 20 miles north of 
‘Lance s home town of Calhoun) and 
close personal friends for many 
years. 
When Carter sought (unsuccess­ 
fully) to promote Lance as his suc­ 
cessor as Georgia’s governor. 
Mitchell was a key member of 
Lance's 1974 campaign organization. 
“Tom worked very closely with 
Bert,” says one man who followed 
that race 
Most important is the fact that 
Mitchell is - by his own admission 
— the fourth largest individual 
stockholder in the National Bank of 
Georgia (NBG), an Atlanta financial 
institution in which Lance owns 
200,000 shares once valued at almost 
$3 million, 


Mitchell declines to specify the ex­ 
tent of his NBG holdings, but if his 
investment is similar to that of other 
major shareholders his interest 
presumably exceeds $1 million. 


Lance’s original trust agreement 
required Mitchell to sell all of 
Lance * NBG stock by the end of this 
year. But the prospect of such a 
large block of shares being dumped 
on the market, coupled with the 
bank's unexpected losses in real es­ 
tate loans, has greatly depressed the 
price of NBG stock 


“ I'm not going to dispose of that 
stock at current market value come 
Dec 31 or any other time. I'm not go­ 
ing to drop Bert a million dollars for 
going to Washington," trustee 
Mitchell recently told an inter­ 
viewer. 
What Mitchell didn't mention is 
that he has a potentially serious con­ 
flict of interest because putting 
Lance’s NBG stock up for sale would 
undoubtedly further depress the 
value of Mitchell’s sizable NBG 
holdings 
Someone in the White House may 
have belatedly recognized that 
problem because Carter s recent 
proposal to allow Lance to hold his 
NBG stock beyond Dec. 31 contains a 
little-noticed provision calling for 
transfer of tho&e shares to another 
trust, run by "a new qualified cor­ 
porate trustee ’’ 
But Mitchell will retain control 
over the remainder of Lance s in­ 
vestments, including more than 
million worth of stock in the Calhoun 
(Ga.) First National Bank The trust 
agreement requires sale of some of 
those shares, and again there are 
problems with Mitchell’s supposed 
• independence’ 
because he is a 
major investor in various, unnamed 
banks, also in northwekt Georgia 
The trust agreement with Mitchell 
ought to be scrapped and a new. truly 
independent trustee found for Lance, 
becauae the current arrangement 
typifies the tendency of Carter ad 
mimstraUon rhetoric about “good 
government” to outpac e its perfor­ 
mance in that crucial field

D ear Ann Landers: Is a m astec­ 
tomy really necessary? After having 
had one I feel as if I were rushed into 
it. Now I have some strong regrets 
and am . in fact, very depressed. 
Since you have access to top 
medical authorities, will you please 
check this out for m e? What is the 
m edical world thinking now9 Are 
there other treatm ents for breast 
cancer? — W aiting For An Answer 
Dear Waiting: Chances are very 
good that the m astectom y saved 
your life. I suggest you have a talk 
with your surgeon and let him ex­ 
plain to you exactly why your breast 
had to be rem oved, 
M any w om en w ho h av e had 
m astectom ies becom e depressed I 
urge you to co ntact R each for 
Recovery. (Look in the phone book 
or ask your doctor.) This group is 
composed of women who have gone 
through the sam e thing and they can 
be imm ensely supportive. 
The following letter appeared June 
2, 1974.1 think it m ight be of interest 
to vou. 
Dear Ann Landers: I was deeply 
disturbed by that letter signed “ Too 
Late and Plenty Sorry .” The woman 
had had a breast removed and was 


seething with resentm ent against the 
doctor who “ talked her into having 
that horrible operation that deprived 
her of her womanliness and left her 
m utilated and ugly. 
She asked, 
“ What man would want me now? 
I agree with you. Ann — she should 
get down on her knees and thank God 
her cancerous breast was removed 
so her life could continue 
1 had a breast removed almost 
three years ago, and as the national 
co-chairm an of the 1974 C ancer 
Crusade. I have traveled to all parts 
of the country and m et hundreds of 
women who have had the sam e 
operation. 


Breast cancer strikes one out of 
every 15 women, and m ore of us now 
survive than ever before, so there 
are a great m any of us around. But 
you'd have a hard tim e picking us out 
of a crowd — especially when we 
m odel in fashion show s, w ear 
bathing suits and participate in all 
sorts of com petitive sports 
The wom an's concern about her 
“ love life“ is needless. Most m astec­ 
tomy patients have told me that it 
made no difference w hatever to their 
husbands. Often it brings them 


closer together. When they walk 
through the valley of death, hand in 
hand, the m ate becom es even m ore 
dear than before. 
To those women who have had a 
m astectom y while young and un­ 
m arried, I say, none of us know what 
tragedies life holds — m aim ing acci­ 
dent on the job. a crippling car wreck 
or blindness from disease. Who 
would want a “ fair-w eather friend 
for a husband? If a missing breast 
would m atter, it is better to know in 
advance and shun such an incon­ 
siderate, unfeeling person. 
I ag ree with you, Ann: “ Any 
woman who loses a husband for this 
reason hasn’t lost m uch.”

faster than at home. 


But although the dollar is 
weak, an Associated Press 
survey shows that some 
European currencies are 
weaker still and Ameri­ 
cans can take advantage of 
that.

The problems of high medical 
costs, too many beds, duplication of 
services and possible mismanage­ 
ment are not unique to California 
The Institute of Medicine of the 
National Academy of Sciences issued 
a report stating that about nine per 
cent of the nation's hospital beds 
were in excess of the needs of the 
country. 
The institute suggests the govern­ 
ment offer hospitals some sort of in­ 
centives for cutting costs, including 
some sort of lump sum payment 
through Medicare or Medi-Cal. 
"We do need to avoid duplications 
which have crept into the system, 
Burwell agrees “Maybe the Health 
Systems Agency mechanism could 
be effective. 
“There is a need for some incen­ 
tive for individual hospitals to do all 
they can to be efficient. So far, ac­ 
tions have been negative 
“If we are about to make a mis­ 
take, however, it’s trying to bring 
things into line overnight by leaning 
upon one section of the health pic­ 
ture. We must allow for inflation, but 
I see no reason why hospitals can't 
live within the current economic pic­ 
ture,” adds the administrator 
“The public has a right to be as­ 
sured of the best medical care possi­ 
ble and to continued protection, but 
I’m not really sure how to do it.

On the other hand an 
American finds prices in 
Scandinavia high. A glass 
of beer at the Tost nip Cafe 
in downtown Oslo will set 
him back $1.50. Some 
places have been known to 
charge twice as much. 
In Copenhagen, a double 
room at the Royal Hotel 
costs $68 a day — without 
breakfast. Last year it was 
about $61. Still the Danish 
tourist office says it's ex­ 
pecting about 10 per cent 
more Americans this year, 
despite a su b sta n tia l 
number of cancellations 
Yugoslavia is another 
place for bargain-hunters. 
Down toward the southern 
tip of the Adriatic coast is 
the old fishing village of 
Sveti Stefan, which now 
has one of the country’s 
best hotels. A room with 


bath and a big breakfast 
costs $33 a day, same as 
last year. 
Other hotels are a good 
deal cheaper than that, and 
Yugoslavia is expecting 
200.000 Americans this 
year — about 20 per cent 
more than in 1976. 
Sometimes local price 
increases are canceled out, 
at least in part, by cheap 
local currency. For exam­ 
ple at Simpson's in London 
the traditional roast lamb, 
served with ceremony 
from a huge silver platter, 
has gone up to $6 45 from 
$6 
The increase would 
have been considerably 
more except that the value 


of the British pound sterl­ 
ing has gone down. 
Britain's Trust House 
Forte Hotel chain says its 
rooms have gone up about 
15 per cent. At the Strand 
Palace, across from Simp­ 
son's. a single room on the 
cheaper side costs about 
$28 a night. A vear ago it 
was about $25.50. 
The pound sterling now 
is worth about $1.72 and at 
the rate there are still 
bargains in Britain. A

it may buy the tourist a 
good deal less. A double 
room with bath in a pop­ 
ular, moderately priced 
Rome hotel that cost less

But Italian prices still 
are low by American and 
North European standards, 
especially outside the big 
tourist centers, such as 
Rome and Florence. 
In West Germany and 
Switzerland, as in the 
Scandinavian countries, an 
American faces a com­ 
bination of higher prices 
and a lower dollar value. A 
look at the Rhine or Alps 
comes high these days. 
West German meals and 
hotel rooms have gone up 
an average of seven per 


cent and the mark has gone 
up over nine per cent. That 
means a visitor to West 
Germany has to spend $7 
for every $6 he spent last 
vear. 
In 
B el g i u m , 
the 
Netherlands, Denmark and 
Sweden, the value of the 
local currencies are tied to 
the West German mark 
and go up almost as fast. 
Whenever it does, the 
dollar is worth less. 
The basic reason for the 
spread in costs is two-fold. 
The dollar has been falling 
on international exchanges 
lately because the United 
States has been buying a 
lot more goods abroad than 
it sells. European prices 
have been going up largely 
because of increased labor 
costs. Not only does the av­ 


erage European earn more 
money these days, his 
employer is paying a good 
deal more in social 
security taxes.

A hearing is set Aug 8 and 0 before the Zoning Board of 
the Los Angeles County Regional Hanning Commission to 
determine whether the operation should be allowed to 
continue: whether the place is a growth center or a nudist 
camp, whether it is in violation of aoning ordinances, and 
how long it should be allowed to stay open to allow its 
backers to get a fair return on their investments. 
The investors say they have been unable to get a suf­ 
ficient return on their money for the past five years They 
claim Elysium ia just beginning to pay off and they need 
18 more years to get their money out. 
Paul McCarthy, the regional planner who handles the 
case for the zoning board, says more than 30 hours of 
testimony has already been received from the two sides, 
making the case the longest in the history of the county 
and probably the state 
Although the basic issue is that of amortizing the invest­ 
ment, the board, in a broad view of the entire con­ 
troversy. has allowed the residents to open up the whole 
case of nonconformity as to use of the premises and the 
buildings themselves with their dozen showers. Olympic 
size swim pool, whirlpool and sauna 
They contend not only that Elysium is in the wrong 
2 zone, but also that attendance there, particularly on the 
weekend, causes traffic problems and fire hazards.

Sodium nitrite 
cancer risk? 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
A senior Agriculture 
ik'partment official says it 
is time for a closer look at 
the potential cancer risks 
of using sodium nitrite to 
cure meat. 
Bacon, hams, hot dogs 
and many other meat and 
poultry products are 
treated with nitrite to pre­ 
vent the growth of bacteria 
that can cause botulism, a 
deadly food poison. It also 
is added to give the prod­ 
ucts an appetizing rosy 
color. 
But under certain condi­ 
tions. such as in frying 
bacon with high heat or in 
the 
n o rm a l 
human 
digestive process, nitrite 
can combine with other 
substances to form a 
mtrosamine, which some 
authorities say is among 
the most potent of cancer- 
causing agents. 
A panel of experts 
o rig in a te d 
by 
the 
Agriculture Department 
nearly three years ago 
meets today to examine 
evidence rela tin g to 
nitrites and cancer. 
Assistant Agriculture 
Secretary Carol Tucker 
Foreman heads the panel. 
She recently added four 
new members to the panel, 
including three cancer 
research scientists. 
Ms. Foreman, as she 
prefers to be called, said 
she 
ex p ects 
“ some 
clashes * among panel 
members regarding nitrite 
and cancer. 
“ I ’m also trying to do 
this decision-making in the 
calmest possible fashion, 
without having people go 
galloping oft screaming in 
every direction, 
she said 
in an interview. 
‘‘It's very hard. The in­ 
dustry’ people art* upset 
and the consumers — if you 
start saying to them eat 
bacon and you re going to 
get cancer* — are going to 
be upset 
A 1972 suit filed by the 
Center for Science in the 
Ihiblic Interest asked that 
the chemical be banned as 
potentialy carcinogenic 
and because substitutes for 
curing meat are available. 
Ms. Foreman said the 
court dismissed the case 
on procedural grounds 
without ruling on the 
claims. As a result, the ex­ 
port panel was set up to as 


sess the impact of nitrites 
on the food supply. 
But she said the panel 
has not faced the cancer is­ 
sue suuarely and, until 
now, focused on benefits of 
nitrite in preventing 
botulism 
" I don’t want to frighten 
people unnecessarily, but 
I'm sworn to uphold the 
law that prohibits the 
adulteration of meat and 
poultry products, and 1 
want to make absolutely 
certain that we carry that 
law out,” Ms. Foreman 
said. 
Ms. Foreman expects 
the panel’s final report by 
Sept. 30. 
"1 would hope that they 
will be able to show a 
direction that will be clear 
and easily accomplished, 
but 1 m not totally hopeful 
that either of those things 
will be happen." she said. 


Even if the panel makes 
a firm recommendation on 
use of nitrites, it will be 
months before the depart­ 
ment makes a decision on 
reducing or eliminating the 
chem ical in meat and 
poultry. It is also possible 
the department will do 
nothing after the panel s 
report. 
Ms. Foreman, however, 
guessed the department 
will draft some proposed 
new rules for nitrite and 
that “ extensive com­ 
ments” from consumers 
and the food industry will 
be aired at public hearings 
and in statements submit­ 
ted during the rule-making 
process.

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Legislation is introduced 
Artist's tearful protest spurs 'taxation' change 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - 
A little over a year ago, the 
aging artist Ted DeGrazia 
went up into the Supersti­ 
tion Mountains outside of 
Phoenix, Ariz., and set fire 
to 100 of his paintings with 
an estimated value of $1.5 
million. 
With tears welling up in 
his eyes, according to 
witnesses, he planted two 
white Indian crosses in a 
ritualized protest against 
federal tax policies. 
DeGrazia was calling 
attention to a form of dou­ 
ble taxation on bequeathed 
art works that he said 
could end up costing his 
heirs a bundle of money. 
The protest has not gone 
unheeded in Washington. 
Rep. Fred Richmond, D- 
N.Y., has introduced 
legislation that could save 
heirs to art fortunes 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in taxes. 
Under 
the current 
system, the heir must pay 
an estate tax on inherited 


art which can amount to 50 
per cent of its estimated 
value. When the work is 
sold to cover that tax, the 
seller must then pay an in­ 
come tax on the price 
which can reach 70 per 
cent. 
Richmond, a wealthy art 
collector himself, con­ 
tended his bill would help 
preserve art works for the 
general public. 
“America is losing thou­ 
sands of valuable works of 
art each year as artists 
destroy their works rather 
than place an untold finan- 
cial burden on their 
f a m i l i e s , ” sa id the 
Brooklyn Democrat. 
When asked for exam­ 
ples, the only case he of­ 
fe r e d 
w a s 
tha t 
of 
DeGrazia, who last year at 
age 67 said he couldn’t find 
a suitable institution to 
give his unsold works to 
and so burned them. 
Reuben CJoerwitz, a New 
York accountant who has 
helped advise Richmond on 


the legislation, said the 
current law is so unfair 
that his advice to in­ 
heritors of high-priced 
works would be “hide the 
art. You can never raise 
enough to pay for it.’’ 
Goerwitz, offering a 
hypothetical example, said 
“if an artist dies and left $1 
million in art in his estate, 
a single heir living in New 
York would be taxed 
$985,448 by the fourth year 
and he would still owe 
$61,000.” 
Goerwitz said the com­ 
bined state and federal es- 
tate ta x e s would be 
$337,000. But for the heir to 


raise that money by selling 
the inherited paintings, he 
would have to pay another 
$256,000 in income taxes. 
To cover that tax, he would 
have to sell more paintings 
and so on until the in­ 
heritance was exhausted. 
Richmond, a millionaire 
who owns an extensive 
collection of 18th century 
porcelains and furniture 
and 19th and 20th century 
paintings, proposes to tax 
the estate of artists only 
for the value of the 
materials. 
In other words, instead 
of millions of dollars, the 
tax would be based on the 


cost of paint and canvas — 
which is unlikely to be 
more than a couple of 
hundred dollars at most. 
“My bill is specifically 
aimed at the bequests of 
artists,” Richmond said. 
“The value of the work 
shouldn’t be established 
until it’s sold.” 
The proposal has been 
warmly praised by a 
number of celebrated ar­ 
tists, including some like 
Robert Rauschenberg and 
J a m i e Wyeth w h o se 
remarks have been entered 
in the Congressional 
Record. 
“The irony of an artist 


not to be able to afford be­ 
ing alive or dead can be 
creatively altered by the 
passing of this bill,” said 
Rauschenberg. “Everyone 
survives in this change in 
the law, and even the 
deceased is comforted. 
Wyeth, whose top works 
may bring an average 
quarter of a million 
dollars, said the bill would 
encourage preservation of 
art works.

Assistant Atty. Gen.

But psychology is what is 
needed, Hines says, in his 
job as manager of West 
V i r g i n i a ’s 
B i u e f i e i d 
Orioles, a team in the Ap­ 
palachian Rookie League 
and the first step toward

b i g s , ” 
n a m e l y 
baseball’s maior leagues. 


“It’s not easy to keep up 
the confidence that these 
kids come here with,” says 
H i n e s , w h o c o a c h e s 
b a s e b a l l at L a V e r n e 
College in California when 
he's not spending his sum­ 
mer months nursemaiding 
25 young and eager but 
e a s i l y 
d i s c o u r a g e d 
athletes. 


“They realize they’re no 
longer the best. It’s tough 
on a lot of them. They miss 
the i r 
g i r l s . 
T h e y ’re 


h o m e s i c k . 
L o n e l y . 
Afraid.” 
Ron Whitfield, for in­ 
stance, is a soft-spoken 20- 
year-old from Charleroi, 
Pa. His father began play­ 
ing ball with him when he 
was 18 months old. "He’s a 
natural athlete,” he says. 
“ But his family was so 
poor that he had to start 
working when he was 14. 
It’s for “ the two of us”— 
father and son—that the 
younger Whitfield wants to 
be a big-leaguer. “ And I’ll 
make it. Of course I’ll 
make it. I want it that 
bad.”

$500 a month, live in 
private homes and local 
motels and spend most of 
their time on road trips (all 
by bus l playing cards ... 
and dreaming. 
Like Dave Huppert, a 20- 
year-old native of Buena 
Park, Calif. With the 
season—which lasts slight­ 
ly over two months— about 
halfway through, he s hit­ 
ting only .170, although he 
batted .450 last year at a 
California junior college. 
“ Playing in the big 
leagues has been a lifetime 
dream ,” he says. If he 
doesn’t make it, a career 
as a real estate salesman 
or college physical educa­ 
tion teacher might have to 
suffice. 
Biuefieid baseball is a

Kluttz, in­ 
volved in pro ball for 40 
years, says he hasn't seen 
m u c h c h a n g e in the 
Bluefields of minor league 
ball since he began his 
career.

Morrow tells people he has 
located money that they 
didn t know was theirs, 
reactions range from ex­ 
ultation to suspicion that 
he's a con man. 
But I love this work,"

My investigation took me 
to so u th er n Ohio, to 
northern Ohio, to Canada 
and to Chicago. There I 
found a relative of the man 
I was looking for. She was 
92 years old and living in a 
nursing home. She remem­ 
bered that part of the fami­ 
ly had moved to El Paso. I 
called the library in El 
Paso and there I found 
some wills.

prairie land at Ferm i

A c c e l e r a t o r 
Laboratory. 
They have finished their 
annual seeding, not with 
corn and soybeans, but 
with the wild grasses and 
flowers which thrived 
before they were uprooted 
by the plow. 
Dr. 
Robert F. 
Betz, 
professor of biology at 
N o rth e a s ter n 
Illino is 
University, Chicago, said 
in an interview that when 
the project was completed 
in about 10 years the site 
would be scientifically 
valuable for the study of 
ecosystems and the evolu­ 
tion of prairie land 
Intensive cultivation 
starting in the 19th century 
destroyed all but a tiny 
fraction of the prairie — 
less than 002 per cent - in 
the eastern Middle West, 
Betz said. 
Fermilab turned over 660 
acres for the restoration 
project, begun in 
1974. 
Before Fermilab was built, 
the area was used for 
farming 
Recently, Bets and his 
colleagues planted 450 
pounds of seeds from about 
30 varieties of prairie 
grass and 24 wildflowera on 
¿mother 40 or 50 acres of 
the plot. That brings the 
total seeded so far to 80 or 
70. 
The principal varieties 
planted were purple and 
yellow cone flower, prairie 
d ock, pur ple p r a i r i e 
clover, compass plant, and 
Indian, big and little blue- 
stem and switch grass. 
The original seeds, Betz 
said, came from prairies 
maintained by Morton Ar­ 
boretum at Lisle and his 
univ ersity's 
Markham 
plot, as well as an old 
cemetery and from along 
railroad tracks 
Now, with the help of 
about 200 volunteers from 
the laboratory and the 
nearby community, seeds 
are Harvested in the 
autumn from the restora­ 
tion plot, as w ell as 
elsewhere, for reseeding 
the following spring 
T h e y a r e c l e a n e d , 
sorted, bagged, dampened 
and stored under refrigera­ 
tion until time for spring 
planting, 
Betz said plans were to 
h a r v e s t 
th e 
s e e d s 
mechanically in about a 
year. This would mean 
about 1,000 pounds could be 
gathered, so that more 
acreage could be planted in 
future years 
Thorough discing and 
plowing are done to try to 
elim in a te weeds from 
areas to be seeded. Betz 
said, and a controlled bur 
noff is done on previously 
s e e d e d a r e a s in the 
springtime for the same 
purpose. 
O therw ise, the w eeds 
crowd out the seedlings 
Once the restored prairie 
is well along, Betz said, the 
conservationists plan to br­ 
ing in F ranklin ground 
squirrels, prairie cicadas, 
bumble bees, robber fhe# 
and other anim als and in 
sects which once inhabited 
the virgin land, but some of 
w hich a re now en d a n ­ 
gered.

Russian's 
art work 
restored 


EDITOR’S NOTE: For 
decades, Russians have 
been so busy building, that 
they had little patience for 
re-building. But something 
seems to have changed 
Russian attitudes a bit, as 
the government has now 
launched a program to un­ 
cover and restore the 
country’s treasure of 
priceless religious icons. 


MOSCOW 
( AP) 
- 
Restorers are hard at work 
trying to save some of Rus­ 
sia’s greatest art works — 
religious icons hidden un­ 
der layers of paint on the 
w a lls 
of 
c h u r c h e s , 
museums and even the 
Kremlin. 
Some of the icons 
haven’t been seen in cen­ 
turies and were discovered 


by specialists using in­ 
frared light and X rays. 
Some are hidden under 
»cons painted by later ar­ 
tists. 
The restoration has 
become a major project as 
the Soviet government 
begins to treat Russia’s 
pre-revolution history with 
greater respect. 
A new and m uch- 
publicized law protects 
historical monuments, in­ 
cluding churches, and 
Soviets are becoming 
aware of the attraction 
icons and old churches hold 
for foreigners. 
Specialists in restoration 
have d isco v ered the 
priceless ancient works of 
art — elaborate depictions 
of Christian themes in the 
stylized forms of old Rus­ 
sia — using the infrared 
light and X rays. 
As the icons of the early 
masters faded or went out 
of style over the centuries, 
later artists painted over 
them. Today restorers are 
working to save the older 


icons, considered more 
valuable than the newer 
works. 
But there are cases 
where both the older and 
newer icons are priceless, 
so the restorers await 
technological develop­ 
ments that will allow them 
to save both 
The older masterpiece 
waits, therefore, hidden 
under the a coat of paint 
that may have been applied 
200 to 300 years ago. 
Technology for saving 
both icons is advancing, 
however, and some experi­ 
ments are under way on 
how to save both layers. 
Sergei V. Filatov. 28. is a 
restorer who has worked 
on methods for sliding off 
an entire icon onto a new 
board. 
Since the 1950s. restorers 
have been able to slip off 
the paint of newer icon 
only in separate patches, a 
method that irreparably 
damages it, he said in an 
interview. 
But the development of 


new glues and chemicals 
have opened the possibility 
of removing an entire icon 
in one piece. 
Examples of his succes­ 
ses hang in his workshop, a 
freshly restored church in 
the center of Moscow 
where artisans refurbish 
icons, religious statues and 
wooden frescoes from 
c h u r c h e s around the 
country. 
Filatov said he has tried 
the technique only on less 
v a lu a b le icons. 
The 
priceless ones must await 
perfection of the method, 
he said. 
As chemists work on new 
glues and compounds. 
Filatov works painstaking­ 
ly on some of the thousands 
of icons awaiting restora­ 
tion. 
Spending sometimes as 
much as three years on a 
single icon. Filatov first 
spreads it with an organic 
compound covered with a 
c o m p re s s . When the 
painting has become soft, 
he slowly starts to lift the 


top layer away with a 
scalpel. 
When the newer icon has 
been slipped onto a board, 
both layers may need a 
thorough cleaning and 
brightening to bring out 
faded colors. 
F il a to v 
and 
his 
coworkers make periodic 
trips around the country, 
collecting forgotten icons 
and statues left undiscov­ 
ered in private homes or in 
small churches. 
Hundreds of these are 
now accum ulating in 
m u se u m 
b a s e m e n t s 
awaiting restoration.

Northern 
islands a 
place of 
no return 
CAPE NOSAPPU, Japan 
(AP) — Two miles off this 
n o r t h e a s t e r n tip of 
H o kka ido 
a r e 
the 
‘ northern islands,” once 
the home of about 17.000 
Japanese. They have been 
a place of no return for the 
past 32 years and may re­ 
main so for many years to 
come. 
The Soviet Union seized 
the islands — Kunashir. 
Iturup (Etorofu), Shikotan 
and the Habomai group — 
in the closing days of 
World War II when Rus­ 
sian forces entered the 
conflict against Japan The 
Japanese government, 
former residents of the 
islands, opposition political 
paiiies (including the 
C o m m u n i s t s ) 
have 
demanded their return - 
out in vain. 
“The United States has 
returned to Japan the 
Okinawa islands they oc­ 
cupied in the war, and the 
Americans fought against 
Japan for four years,” one 
villager here said. ‘ The 
Russians fought against us 
for only one week. Why 
c a n ’t they return our 
lands?” 
Japan makes a distinc­ 
tion between the four 
island groups and 18 others 
of the Kunl chain in the 
northern waters. It claims 
Japanese people have in­ 
habited the four islands 
since the 17th century, and 
that they are legitimate 
Japanese territory now oc­ 
cupied by the Russians in 
violation of international 
law. 
The Soviet Union has 
refused to discuss their 
return. A result has been 
failure to sign a bilateral 
peace treaty and tension 
over fishing in the area 
The Japanese govern­ 
ment says there were 
16.745 Japanese, mostly 
fishermen, on the islands 
in August 1945, when the 
Russians invaded. Virtual­ 
ly all were quickly ex­ 
pelled Many of them still 
live near Cape Nosappu 
here on Japan s north­ 
ernmost island 
‘ During the 32 years that 
followed, 2,835 former 
islanders died and the 
whereabouts of 1.012 are 
unknown But most of the 
rest of islanders still want 
to go back to the 
ancestral home again 
said Osainu Moriya, dire 
tor of the semi-official 
Northern Territory Associ 
at ion 
The ancestral tombs o! 
about 4.000 are on the 
islands, he added The Rus

Robert Shaw 
juggles 'roles' 


Celestial bodies play a role 
Chinese history offers 'earthquakes' pattern 


NEW YORK (AP) - ! 
Robert Shaw, actor, writer 
and father, says he's tom 
between the three “profes­ 
sions. ” 
“ Maybe I’d be a better 
writer if not an actor, or a 
b etter acto r if not a 
w riter,” he muses. But 
Shaw clearly relishes his 
ro l e as f a t h e r to a 
‘‘regiment’’ of ten children 
and asserts that he spends 
more time with his family 
than most fathers. 
The 49-year-old English- 
m an 
is b e s t known 
as the fellow devoured by 
the shark in the movie 
“ Jaw s,” as the subway 
hijacker burned to a crisp in 
“The Taking of Pelham 
One Two T h r e e , ” as 
“ Black Sunday’s" driven 
Israeli agent and, most 
recently, as a crusty deep 
sea expert in “The Deep.’’ 
This Robert Shaw, the 
actor, is also Robert Shaw, 
the author, who in 1962 won 
B r i t a i n ’s 
e s t e e m e d 
Hawthcnden Prize for “the 
best work of imaginative 
literature,” a distinction 
he shares with Evelyn 
Waugh and G r a h a m 
Greene. 
“It’s the only prize I’ve 
ever won that I've paid any 
regard to,” says Shaw, 
who pauses a moment and 
adds ” ... except for 
athletic cups 
“It was an awful mo­ 
ment when I chose to be an 
actor," he reflects. “ I 
realized I couldn’t play 
rugby football because 
we d always have a mati­ 
nee ” 
Shaw, who houses his 
brood in a 22-room estate 
in County Mayo, Ireland, 
and brings his family to his 
film location when he can’t 
make it home for va­ 
cations, says that writing 
and acting don’t occupy 
separate drawers for him 
Besides his box-office 
appeal as an actor, Shaw 
has found that many direc­ 
tors with floundering 
scripts gravitate to him as 
well: 
“1 think half the reason 
they hire me is to help in 
the rewriting of the 
script " 
Shaw says the directors 
have asked him to fix 
scenes, and he reworks 
them as requested. “But 1 
never want to do it. That's 
not really writing, it’s fix­ 
ing 1 don’t get paid for the 
rewrite work and 1 often 
have to walk a political 
tightrope with the rest of 
the cast and the producer. ” 
When he writes his own 
part, it's easier for him to 
get into the role but there’s 
one problem — “I can’t 
r e m e m b e r the lines 
because I’ve rewritten 
them so many times." 
His writing helps him as 
an actor because “it gives 
you a certain objectivity. 
You can see the other side 
of the question ” 
Savoring a piece of 
English toffee, Shaw sinks 
into his armchair, plunks 
his feet on the coffee table 
and makes a joke of his 
script “patchwork.’’ 
“ If you think the pictures 
I've done are bad, you 
should have seen them 
before I rewrote them 
Shaw flips this two-sided 
coin over and explains that 
acting helps him as a 
writer too 
"The dialogue in my 
novels is better than pretty 
well any other novelist," 
he asserts. “ Most novelists 
cannot write dialogue My 
books sound best when 
they’re read aloud.” 
Shaw has written five 
novels and is at work on a 
sixth, to be called “The Ice 
Kloe.” The subject is 
Manhattan and old people 
and Shaw says it’s “part 
myth and part autobio­ 
graphical.” 
- "Writing, although I 
don't love it, is more im­ 
portant than acting.” says 
Shaw “One can make a 
personal statement as a 
Writer which you can't as

recently. 
The strange behavior of 
animals and the level of 
water in wells also are 
referred to as likely 
prequake warnings. 
Study of the frequency of 
Chinese earthquakes, 
gleaned from historical 
records covering the years 
between 504 A.D. and 1973, 
indicate that a high activi­ 
ty of earthquake shocks 
may appear in the Shansi, 
Shensi and Hopei provinces 
around the year 2044, Yen 
said. 
“Some people have lined 
up all major earthquakes 
of force 6 and above in the 
North China seismic zone 
since 1888 for analysis and 
found that there was a cy­ 
cle of 11 years and another 


of 28 years,” he said. “The 
cycle of about 11 years ap­ 
proxi mat es that of a 
revolution of Jupiter or 
that of the appearance of 
sunspots, while the cycle of 
a b o u t 28 y e a r s a p ­ 
proximates that of a 
revolution of Saturn.” The 
s u b j e c t , 
he 
a d d e d , 
deserves "f ur ther ex­ 
ploration and study.” 
The Chinese, Yen con 
tinued. have summed up a 
wealth of experience on 
premonitions of impending 
quakes. Some occurred 
when the weather became 
fine after rain; big earth­ 
quakes in 1622, 1668 and 
1819 all followed prolonged 
periods of rain. 
Others were preceded by 
m a r k e d l y 
a b n o r m a l 


t em pe r at ur e, unusual 
gusts of wind and dust 
storms. 
“ A few days before the 
big quake of Kansu that oc­ 
curred on Dec. 26. 1920, the 
horizon on all sides 
yellowed and looked like 
flames. The sky was clear 
and the air dry, and people 
felt parched without know­ 
ing why.” 
There were many rec­ 
ords of yellow dust prior to 
an earthquake, Yen said, 
“making it impossible to 
tell whether it was morn­ 
ing or evening.” 
Yen said that, on the bas­ 
is of more than 10.000 
statistical references gath­ 
ered from histories, local 
records and other sources, 
a total of 8,112 earthquak­ 


es had been recorded by 
1949. Of these, 1.229 were 
strong quakes of 4.75 or 
more on the Richter scale. 
From the early 14th to the 
end of the 19th century 
there were eight quakes 
larger than 8 on the scale 
and six from the beginning 
of the 20th century to 1949, 
he said. 
The article dismisses as 
ridiculous superstitious 
that an earthquake pre­ 
cedes the fall of a ruler, or 
that supernatural forces 
are involved. 
The first earthquake to 
be recorded was in the 
millenium before Christ, 
during the reign of the em­ 
peror Shun. Yen wrote. 
The description is vivid: 
“The seedlings of three

There 
was ice in summer. The 
earth cracked till water 
gushed. The green dragon 
rose from the temple.

EVERETT, Mass. (AP) 
— The odds against it are 
towering, but in a night­ 
mare assuming the worst 
possible contingencies, the 
script would go like this: 
A plane takes off from 
Logan International Air­ 
port. Seconds later, the 
engines fail. Two miles 
away, it crashes into a tall 
white tank filled with 25 
million gallons of super­ 
cold liquefied natural gas 
Flame soar 1,000 feet 
into the sky. In the streets 
of 
the 
n e a re s t 
neighborhood a half mile 
away, the blast of heat 
blisters people’s skin. 
Houses catch fire, but 
the flames are so intense 
that fire trucks can’t come 
near. Ambulances turn 
back before they reach the 
scorched victims. The fire 
bums until all of the gas is 
gone. 
The only liquefied 
natural gas terminal in use 
in the United States is at 
the end of Boston Harbor. 
It has been there since 
November 1971. Both 
supporters and detractors 
of the fuel depot agree that 
the likelihood of a tragedy 
is remote But they wonder 
if it is worth the risk. 
“The probability of a 
plane hitting the tank has 
been calculated,” says 
John G.L. Cabot, chairman 
of Distrigas Corp , owner 
of the terminal. 
“The range of risk to the 
public in the vicinity of 
Everett is about like being 
struck by lightning or hit 
by a meteorite. It’s there. 
It’s not zero, because no 
danger is absolutely zero. ” 
Natural gas is a common 
fuel. It supplies nearly a 
third of the nation's 
energy. But it also is grow­ 
ing scarce. Last winter, 
schools and factories 
closed because there was 
not enough 
Elsewhere in the fuel- 
producing world, natural 
gas often is a nuisance. 


Rarely can those near the 
oil fields use it, and loading 
the vapor onto a ship is un­ 
profitable. So much of it is 
burned off as waste. 
Now plants are being 
built, primarily in Algeria, 
that can liquefy natural 
gas. The gas is cooled to 
259 degrees below zero, 
where it turns into a fluid 
that is one six-hundredths 
of its normal volume. 
Condensed this way, 
liquefied natural gas, or 
LNG, is econom ical 
enough to load onto tankers 
and carry across the 
world. The first shipment 
was made in 1961. and now 
Japan imports 80 per cent 
of its gas in liquid form. 
In the United States, only 
the Boston Harbor ter­ 
minal. small by world stan­ 
dards. gets regular ship­ 
ments. 
But LNG terminals are 
being built in Cove Point, 
Md., and Savannah, Ga. 
The Federal Power Com­ 
mission has approved con­ 
struction of one in Lake 
Charles. La., and others 
have been proposed in Los 
Angeles and Corpus 
Christi, Texas. There’s 
another one on New York’s 
Staten Island, but it's not 
in use because it lacks 
federal approval. 
At Boston Harbor. LNG 
arrives at an average rate 
of about 40 million cubic 
feet a day. Chase Manhat­ 
tan Bank of New York es­ 
timates that by 1985 the na­ 
tion will be importing 6 2 
billion cubic feet a day. 
In 1941, a plant was built 
in Cleveland that liquefied 
pipeline gas so it could be 
stored. Three years later, 
the tank cracked. 
The cold liquid flowed 
into the streets. As it 
warmed, it boiled, wafting 
clouds of gas vapor. Soon 
the vapors caught fire 
When the huge blaze was 
over, 128 people had died. 
Both sides admit that the 
design of LNG facilities 
has changed substantially 
in the 33 years since.

“The safety is built into 
the tanks and plant,” said 
George Auchy, manager of 
the Boston Harbor ter­ 
minal.

around them.” 


The safety features are 
part of the daily routine, 
but terminal workers are 
most aware of them about 


once a month. That is when 
the new cargo comes in. 
The approaching gas- 
filled tanker idles outside 
the harbor while Coast 
Guard inspectors board 
and spend an hour or two 
going over the ship. They 
pay special attention to 
sensors that are supposed 
to detect leaks of the clear, 
odorless gas. 
When they are satisfied, 
a Coast Guard boat slowly 
leads the ship into harbor. 
Two miles ahead and one 


mile behind, all traffic is 
stopped 
Finally, the ship ties up 
in Everett at the Distrigas 
terminal on the Mystic 
River, an arm of Boston 
Harbor While it is there, a 
('oast Guard craft stands 
by. making sure other 
ships keep their distance 
Usually the tanker is the 
Descartes, a French ship 
that carries 50.000 cubic 
meters of LNG, enough gas 
to supply the needs of a 
citv of 30,000 for a year. 


Pipes are attached to the 
ship and cooled. Then the 
gas is pumped into the two 
big tanks on land. 


While this is happening, 
sensors check the pipe for 
leaks. Closed circuit televi­ 
sion cameras scan the 
plant, and police block ac­ 
cess roads. 
All of this fails to satisfy 
James Fay. an engineering 
p ro fesso r 
at 
M as­ 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology. As a member 


of the Union of Concerned 
Scientists, he was an early 
critic of transporting LNG. 
“ Despite what the 
numbers say about the low 
probability of a major ac­ 
cident, the consequences 
are so potentially harmful 
that it's foolish to balance 
people's lives against the 
reliability of the engineers 
and scientists doing the 
risk analysis,” he says. 


If the accident happened 


hundreds would die. “The 
scale of the fire would be 
larger and more intense 
than anything anyone has 
ever experienced.” 
Fay isn’t opposed to 
LNG terminals. He’s op­ 
posed to LNG terminals in 
the middle of cities. 
“ We aren’t forced to 
make the agonizing choice 
of gambling people’s lives 
against the benefit of hav­ 
ing more gas. because good 
sites are available,” he 
says.

Weekly Wall Street 
'Bad news' drops market sharply

NEW YORK (AP)-The 
stock market suffered its 
sharpest drop in more than 
a year-and-a-half this past 
week, faced with a barrage 
of adverse business and 
economic news. 
The Dow Jones average 
of 30 industrial stocks fell 
33 35 to 890.07, for its worst 
weekly showing since it 
gave up 41.87 points Dec. 1- 
5 of 1975. 
The selloff hit its peak in 
a 19.75-point slide on 
Wednesday that swept the 
average to an 18-month 
low. 
The damage was equally 
evident in other market in­ 
dicators that until recently 
had been faring con­ 
siderably better than the 
Dow. 
The New York Stock Ex­ 


change composite index of 
more than 1,500 common 
stocks lost 1.59 to 54.12, and 
the American Stock Ex­ 
change market value index 
dropped 2.96 to 120.80. 
Big Board volume 
averaged 22.79 million 
shares a day, against 27 64 
million the week before. 
The slide began at the 
opening on Monday, 
abruptly stilling the “sum­ 
mer rally” talk that had 
been so prevalent in the 
previous week, when the 
Dow rose 17.47 points. 
“The bear jumped out of 
the woods,” said Anthony 
J. Correra, a market 
analyst at E.F. Hutton & 
Co 
“The reality of a slow­ 
down in the economy began 
to sink in even though it 
had been discussed for 
months.” 


Analysts said the 
evidence suggested that 
traders began the week an­ 
ticipating the series of 
adverse news develop­ 
ments that was to come by 
Friday. 
First of all, there was 
added fuel for concern 
about the business outlook 
in the government's re­ 
port that the index of 
leading economic in­ 
dicators dropped 0.6 per 
cent in June 
That marked the second 
straight decline in the in­ 
dex, which is designed to 
function as a sort of 
economic crystal ball. 
Economists 
traditionally 
regard any string of three 
minus readings in the in­ 
dex as a real cause for con­ 
cern 
At the same time, fears 
of rising interest rates 


were resurfacing 
A 15 
billion bulge in the basic 
measure of the money sup­ 
ply stirred new speculation 
that the Federal Reserve 
might be beginning a new 
round of credit tightening

“ Now the approach is to 
tak e a good c a r, ad v ertise 
it, and then not w ash it, put 
a c i g a r e t b u r n on th e 
carp et, m aybe leave a w ire 
hanging out from the dash 
— ju st enough little ‘h in ts’ 
to m ake the cu sto m er easy 
to sw itch .” 


E lkins says “ b ait and 
sw itch ” is still a m ajo r 
problem afflicting C alifor­ 
nia consum ers. U sed c a r 
lots and fd rn itu re sto re s 
a re frequent p erp e tra to rs, 
according to E lkins, but 
the scam crops up in any 
n um ber of businesses. 


“ M any, m any fu rn itu re 
sto res, as w ell as o th er 
sto res, hire th eir people es­ 
sentially on com m ission,” 
he says. “ Then th ey ’ll pay 
th eir salesm en a tw o p er 
cen t com m ission on ad ­ 
v ertised goods and a six 
per cen t com m ission on 
non-advertised goods. O b­ 
viously, if the salesm an 
can sw itch the cu sto m er to 
a m o re e x p en siv e, n on­ 
ad v ertised item , h e ’s going 
to 
m a k e 
m o r e 
f o r 
h im self.” 


E lk in s and o th e r con- 
o ffic ia ls say th e 


b e st 
p ro te c tio n 
a g a in st 
“ b ait and sw itch ” selling is 
com m on sense — realizing 
th a t you really d o n 't get 
som ething for nothing, or 
alm o st nothing. C alifornia 
law does prohibit ad v ertis­ 
ing goods w ith the intent of 
not selling them as ad v er­ 
tised, but proving fraud in 
such c a se s can be dif­ 
ficult. 


C a l i f o r n i a 
l a w 
a l s o 
req u ires th a t a d v ertise rs 
be able to back up th eir 
c l a i m s , b u t t h e e x a c t 
w o r d i n g of t h e a d is 
crucial. If it says “ low est 
prices in town, ” the ad v er­ 
tis e r h a s to be ab le to 
prove his prices really a re 
the low est. But if it says 
“ bargain 
p ric e s,” 
‘low, 
low p ric e s” or “ fan tastic 
value,” the cu sto m er has 
to decide for him self if 
w hat h e ’s getting is a fan­ 
tastic bargain. 


If you feel you have been 
victim ized by “ b ait and 
sw itch ” or other deceptive 
sales tactics, you should 
co n tact the sta te D ep art­ 
m ent of C onsum er A ffairs 
or the consum er fraud sec­ 
tion of your local d istric t 
a tto rn e y ’s office. They can 
stop m isleading ads and 
r e c o v e r

f o r 
custom ers.

NEW YORK (NEA) - 
The name itself stirs 
sentiment and nostalgia: 
“ Turn - of - the - Century 
A m e r i c a : 
P a in t i n g s , 
Graphics, 
Photographs, 
1890-1910 ” People walk 
into the Whitney Museum 
of American Art as if they 
expected to be charmed 
right out of their skins 
Which, to a degree, they 
are. But charm is only one 
element of this major ex­ 
hibition, which the J C. 
Penney corporation has 
sponsored to mark its 75th 
anniversary. Outweighing 
charm is vitality, because 
those 20 years were timcp 
of discovery, upheaval, 
evolution and bit erf revolu­ 
tion, much of which is cap­ 
tured in the 280 works on 
display. 
Within that period, the 
nation's population grew 
from 83 million to almost 
92 million, largely through 
immigration 
More than 
200.000 blacks migrated 
from the South to the 
North. People began the 
shift from farms to cities. 
The automobile, among 
other inventions, triggered 
massive changes 
Unions 


were becoming a power. 
People began to speak up 
against child labor 
Women wondered if their 
place really was only in the 
home. 
And a few of those 
wondering women were 
starting to make their 
mark in the arts, an area 
previously (and still, to a 
lesser extent) dominated 
by men. 
In the 19th century, 
women who didn’t have to 
keep house for a family, or 
support themselves, were 
permitted to study painting 
as a ladylike pastime. They 
were not expected to go 
after commissions and set 
up professional studios as 
the men did, though a few 
tried and succeeded. 
As that century drew to a 
close, the participation of 
women in art becam e 
perceptibly more aggres­ 
sive. It is to the credit of 
Patricia Hills, professor of 
Art History at York 
College, City University of 
New York, and curator of 
the new exhibition, that 
she has captured this fairly 


subtle influence in putting 
together her show 
According to Dr Hills, 
tum-of-the-century women 
had little opportunity of 
making a career in the arts 
unless they had someone 
“ strongly 
supportive,” 
such as an encouraging and 
open-minded family, hus­ 
band or teacher 
Among 
the teachers who en­ 
couraged their female stu­ 
dents as warmly as they 
did the males were painter 
Thomas Eakins, illustrator 
Howard Pyle, and Alfred 
Stieglitz, who was a 
photographer, editor and 
avant-garde gallery owner. 
In fact, when Stieglitz 
began publishing 
his 
magazine. Camera Work, 
the first photographer he 
selected to include was 
Gertrude Kasebier. 
Of the few, but signifi­ 
c a n t , f e m a l e a r t i s t s 
represented in “ Turn-of* 
the-Century 
America,” 
she, with eight prints in­ 
cluded, is second only to 
painter Mary Cassatt, nine 
of whose works are on dis­ 
play.

HOLLYWOOD (N EA ) - 
There is a clim ate of suspi­ 
cion abroad in the land.

government said originally 
back in 1869 wasn’t true.

5. “ The most shocking, 
according to Balsiger — 
the government shot the 
wrong man. A Booth 
lookalike was killed while 
Booth himself was never 
apprehended. “ We think he 
lived 40 years more. ” 


Balsiger worked on the 
project 13 months, then 
wrote a treatment on 
which the screenplay of the 
movie is based.

findings, and the book, too, 
w ill be called “ The Lincoln 
Conspiracy.” 
He believes that Booth 
was the trigger man, 
although his original inten­ 
tion, and the original inten­ 
tion of the conspiracy, was 
simply to kidnap the presi­ 
dent.

“Governmental 
and private studies show 
rent increases have lagged 
far behind increases in the 
cost of living, gas and 
electric expenses and eVfcn 
family income.'’ 
Wood cited U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Labor statistics 
which show that during the 
past five years, the typical 
fam ily incom e has in­ 
creased about 45 per cent, 
while rents have gone up 


only 26 per cent. 
“ D uring 
that* sa m e 
period, taxes have in­ 
c r e a se d 63 per c e n t, 
natural gas 87 per cent and 
electricity 57 per cent, ac- 
c o r d in g 
to 
f e d e r a l 
figures,” he said. 
The California Apart­ 
ment Association feels its 


members have done an ex­ 
cellent job in keeping rents

It called on the executive 
branch and (Congress to 
designate one agency to 
coordinate the studies, 
thereby avoiding duplica­ 
tion and making sure no 
area is left uncovered. 
The GAO said more 
study of nutrition is in­ 
evitable by the government 
and by a growing number 
of university researchers 
in the field. As one exmple 
of an area for study, it said 
the impact of the current 
American diet on public 
health has never been 
evaluated adequately.

DANGER, POISON! 


By Alvin N. Eden, M.D. 


Half of all accidental deaths to children are due 
to poisoning. Do you know how to prevent your 
child from becoming a victim and what to do if 
he should swallow a foreign substance. 


More children die from accidents than k01" 
five leading childhood illnesses put together And 
an estimated 50 percent of these accidents are due 
to the swallowing of a poisonous substance 
Most poisonings take place in the home Th 
most commonly ingested poisons « 
and household cleaners. Although the Bst of prod­ 
ucts that can poison a youngster is endless, the toi 


lowing eight make up a large majority of all poi 
sonings and must always be kept out of reach: 
• Insecticides 
• Kerosine 
• Medicines, especially aspirin and barbiturates 
• Turpentine 
• Laundry bleach 
• Furniture polish 
• Cosmetics 
• Rubbing alcohol 
Here are a few rules that must be followed by 
parents of small children. 
1) Store all medicines in a locked cabinet or on a 
very high shelf. 
2) Throw out old, unused medicine^ 
3) Never give medication to your child in a dark 


room. 
4) Label all medicines. 
5) Don’t keep cleansers under sinks. 
6) Never leave small children unattended near 
medications or near potentially dangerous house 


hold products. 
An amazing statistic. One out of every two 
youngsters who poisons himself does so a second 
time That happens because the parents not only 
had not taken the proper precautions the first time 
but also didn’t learn anything from the first accident . 
There is no such thing as a “universal antidote. 
The so-called foolproof antidote composed of a 
mixture of burnt toast, weak tea and milk of mag­ 
nesia is worthless, so forget about *t- 
If your child swallows something that may oe 
poisonous, in most cases make him vomit immedi 
ately by using syrup of ipecac, a product every 
household should have Give the youngster one 
tablespoon and some milk. He usually will vomit 
within minutes. If you do not have syrup of ipecac, 
give him some milk, hold him face down over your 
lap and put your finger down his throat Call your 
doctor for further instructions 
The only exception to the rule of inducing vom 
iting is when your child has ingested a petroleum 
product, such as kerosine, or a lye, such as a drain 
cleaner. In these cases, follow the instructions on 
the label or give him some milk and immediately 
take him to the hospital. (Be sure to take the bottle 
or box of poison along to show to the doctof.) * 
You should suspect your child may have been 
poisoned in the following situations: 
• If he is seen or found with an empty container. 
• If he acts strangely, especially *ith stains or 
bums wound the mouth.

• If there is vomiting, abdominal pain, drowsi 
ness, rapid breathing, convulsions or unconscious 


In such cases, immediately call your doctor for 
advice Poison control centers have been estab 
lished in many cities and are often associated with 
departments of health. Find out if your community 
has such a center, and if it does, keep the tele­ 
phone number available (and where your baby sit­ 
ter can also find it). These poison control centers 
have trained personnel who can answer your 
questions if your child has swallowed a foreign 
substance Giving them the specific name of th< 
product as well as the quantity swallowed g g j 
will help them tell you what to do

PEOPLE QUIZ/By John E. Gibson ' 


Does the importance of clothes to you depend on where 
you’re from? Is feedback from others related to apparel? 


HOW THE WAY YOU DRESS 
AFFECTS YOUR LIFE 


TRUE OR FALSE? 
1. The feedback you get from others de­ 
pends largely on the clothes you’re wearing. 
2. The clothes a woman puts on In the 
morning can affect the way she feels all 
day. 
3. The way women dress provides a clue 
to their attitudes toward romantic relation­ 
ships. 
4. How important clothes are in your life 
depends on where you’re from and who 
you know. 
5. Your attitude toward clothes reveals a 
lot about you. 
6. How a woman’s attire is regarded de­ 
pends to a large extent on how pleasing 
her face is to look at. 
ANSWERS 
1. True. This is particularly the case with 
casual acquaintances. Psychological stu­ 
dies at Smith College, for example, show 
that, in general, people are more likely to 
be honest and straightforward with you if 
you are well dressed than if you are not. 
Studies at Wellesley College indicate that 
people are much more helpful — giving di­ 
rections, providing assistance in a trouble­ 
some situation, for example — when the 
person seeking help is attractively attired. 
Finally, University of New Mexico investi­ 
gators evaluated public reactions to the 
conduct of more than 300 men and wo­ 
men students attired in high- or low-status 
clothing. The study found that most peo­ 
ple were much more likely to overlook 
censurable or “ out-of-line” conduct, social 
slights and inconsiderate behavior with the 
better dressed 
(high status appearance) 
subjects. 
2. True. A team of University of Newcas­ 
tle (New South Wales) behavioral scientists 
made a study of women, randomly select­ 
ed from three age groups. 16-20 years, 
21 30 years, 31-45 years. All were ques 


tioned in depth as to the extent their 
moods were influenced by the clothes they 
were wearing. Ninety-seven percent of the 
youngest group indicated that what they 
decided to wear tended to make or break 
their day. Seventy-seven percent of the 
next age group and 70 percent of the older 
group said they were similarly affected by 
the clothes they were wearing. (“ I always 
feel great when I wear this outfit.” “ I wear 
this dress when I have a crisis to face. It 
always sees me through.” “This is what I 
call my bittersweet dress. It makes me feel 
like a tragic heroine," etc.) 
3. True. A Western Illinois University stu­ 
dy entitled Clothing as a Nonverbal Com­ 
municator of Attitudes and Behavior 
showed that clothing is not a valid clue to 
men’s relationships with the opposite sex. 
For women, however, it was found that 
preference for more revealing styles and 
fashions tended to go hand in hand with 
liberal attitudes toward social behavior. 
4. True. In her treatise on clothing and 
human behavior, research scientist Mary 
Shaw Ryan found that “the importance 
placed upon clothing varies with the size of 
the subject’s home town. Those from large 
cities consider clothes more important than 
do those from small towns.” In addition, 
the more money and social prestige peo­ 
ple possess the more importance they tend 
to assign to clothes and the more their 
judgments are likely to be affected by 
them. This was not found to be true, how­ 
ever, for those in the very highest social 
and economic brackets; these people are 
well established and socially secure and 
thus do not feel the need to demonstrate 
their position through possessions. 
5. True. Studies conducted at the Univer 
sity of Saskatchewan (Canada) revealed 
that people who were satisfied with their 
clothes (felt comfortable in them and 
thought they looked good in them) tended 
to be outgoing and happy and to cope well 
with social relationships. On the other 
hand, people who expressed chronic dis­ 
satisfaction with their wardrobes frequently 
had less self assurance. A further finding. 
People who were extremely preoccupied 
with clothes — who exaggerated the im­ 
portance of style and fashion — tended to 
be less well adjusted and “ were seen by 
their peers as merely ‘trying to impress.’" 
6. True. In studies conducted by a team of 
University of Alberta (Canada) behavioral 
scientists, students were asked to judge the 
overall appearance of women attired in a 
number of different styles and fashions 
Each was characterized by various degrees 
of facial attractiveness, such as a pleasant 
or unpleasant expression 
It was found 
that regardless of what each subject wore, 
facial appearance was the significant factor 
in determining how well each was

consumer a good deal of money. 
Not long ago, for example, the 
business pages reported that the 
International Trade Commission, 
an agency of the U.S. Govern­ 
ment, had recommended a 15 
percent increase in the import 
duty levied on foreign-made col­ 
or television sets The previous 
tax was 5 percent. A simple cal 
culation showed that the new tax 
could add as much as $75 to the 
price of an imported color TV. H 
you were planning to buy such a 


set, you could have saved that 
amount by making your pur­ 
chase before the higher tax was 
scheduled to go into effect 
In recent months similar tax in­ 
creases were recommended for 
imported shoes and for some 
textile goods — hints to the bar­ 
gain-conscious consumer to buy 
before prices rise Quota restric­ 
tions on imported items also 
forecast higher retail prices. The 
quotas are designed to limit sup 
plies (thus protecting American 
producers), but limited supplies 
eventually mean higher costs. 
Similarly, 
when commodity 
traders bid up the prices for fu­ 
ture deliveries of such items as 
grains, precious metals or food 
crops, it’s often a sign of higher 
retail prices to come. A news 
item reporting increases in the 
cost of raw materials can alert 
you to possible higher costs for 
finished products that use such 
materials. 
Being your own economic 
forecaster is often nothing more 
than reading business news care­ 
fully, and then using common 
sense to figure exit what the data 
will mean.

How To Save Your Dog's Life 


Mosquitoes may be just a summer an­ 
noyance to you, but they can kill your dog. 
Veterinarians across the country are seeing 
a dramatic increase in heart worm, a life- 
threatening but preventable infection of 
dogs that is carried by mosquitoes. Once 
confined to the warm Southeastern coastal 
regions, heartworm now has spread to 
other parts of the country. Dr. Lawrence 
Tilley, a staff cardiologist at New York 
City’s Animal Medical Center, warns that 
most infected dogs won’t show any symp­ 
toms until the disease is very advanced, so 
prevention is the best medicine. To safe­ 
guard your pet, Dr Tilley advises: 
• Check with your vet to see if you live in 
an area where your dog runs a risk of 
infection. 
• If so, hove your dog tested to see if it is 
infected. 
• If the dog is not infected, it can be pro­ 
tected by being fed a daily tablet (diethyl 
carbamazine) that your vet will give you. 
The medication costs 5C a day for a poo­ 
dle, up to 12C for a shepherd 
• Only uninfected dogs can be given the 
preventive medicine If your dog already 
has heartworm, the vet will treat him with 
a drug to kill the worms If the disease is 
caught early enough, the success rate is 
high. 


What's Your Fire Plan? 


“What you do in the first 10 seconds after 
you discover a fire can make the difference 
between life and death," says Howard 
Owen, fire commissioner of Baltimore, 
Md Owen urges all families to work out a 
primary plan of escape with at least one 
alternate escape route for each person. He 
also says it’s important to have a predeter­ 
mined gathering place to meet after you've 
escaped to make sure everyone is safe. 
Call the fire department — but only after 
you’ve escaped. And never try to put out a 
fire yourself. To gain precious seconds, 
Owen recommends buying a smoke detec 
tor He advises selecting a detector that 
has the Underwriters Laboratory (UL) 
seal, and one that is battery-operated so 
that it will work if the electrical current goes 
off because of the fire.
